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The Magento platform is constantly changing, so it is impossible to create a book that 
will cover all of its aspects. Therefore, go to the Firebear blog’ and sign up for updates. All 
the latest news, reviews, and advice on Magento 1 and Magento 2 are available there. 

The next thing I'd like to mention is the release of Magento 2. Although the 
new version of the ecommerce platform offers a plethora of improvements, it won’t 
outperform 1.x within the next few years. This time is required for the creation of an 
ecosystem with all the necessary extensions, themes, third-party software solutions, and 
developers. Thus, I recommend that you start your ecommerce business with the latest 
available version of Magento 1.x, as it is the most robust tool for online retail. When 
Magento 2 is mature, you will be able to migrate from your current version without any 
headaches. 

As for Magento setup, it is a very complex procedure that starts with downloading 
and installation. Then you should set up the server and hosting. The next two big stages 
are related to the proper use of templates and extensions. Once you have completed these 
steps, you can start importing product and other data into your new website. 

At this point, you have a complete ecommerce store, but it is still far from launch. 
The next essential stages include performance improvements, security implementation, 
and SEO optimization. If you think that it is the end of the setup procedure, however, you 
are mistaken. The last important step is a pre-launch. 

In this chapter, I show you how to pass all the aforementioned stages with maximum 
efficiency, and at the same time, with minimal headaches. Let’s start with downloading 
and installation. 


Downloading and Installation 


When it comes to the Magento download, you should first check the official source at 
https: //goo.gl/IdSktD. 

On this page, you will find the latest version of Magento Community Edition, the 
open source ecommerce platform. It also has the latest patches, which you should 
download and install separately. That’s why I also recommend checking FireGento’s 
GitHub mirrors with the latest patched version of the platform at https: //goo.g1/ 
fssCe6. It already includes all the patches and improvements. The benefit is obvious: you 
have a single installation and download procedure combined instead of two separate 
processes. 

When you know where Magento Community Edition is situated, I can tell you a few 
useful things about the installation. You can utilize local hosting during development (it is 
described next). It helps you to reduce costs and get the necessary experience. According 
to the official guide (you can find it here: http: //goo.g1/wwVZZm) , you need to create the 
prerequisites found here: http://goo.g1/4bls9m. 

You should also set up your server. I appeal to the official guide once more:

In this part of the chapter, I tell you about the crucial aspects of the Magento setup, such 
as the server and hosting. Here, you will find the best solutions optimized for Magento. 

Good Magento optimized hosting guarantees a fast and stable store. In the article at 
http: //goo.gl1/hNXFn0 you can find the best 16 solutions optimized for Magento, but I 
recommend that you pay attention to Nexcess. 

Nexcess (https: //goo.g1/8NeYTe) offers secure, stable, and scalable built-in hosting 
solutions for Magento. The company provides several solutions called the Secure Isolated 
Platform (SIP). Each SIP is a fine-tuned, self-contained ecommerce hosting environment. 
Each platform includes a ready-to-launch optimized Magento website. Nexcess provides 
complete Magento hosting options only in the United States, the United Kingdom, and 
Australia. But it is still a reliable solution for other regions. 

The cheapest solution is SIP 100. Its price starts at $19.95 per month if you pay for the 
whole year, but if you pay monthly, an additional $5 per month are charged. SIP 100 offers 
2x Quad Core E5620, 7.5GB of free space, 16GB RAM, 75GB of data per month, one IP, 
nine additional stores, and 30 accounts per server. 

I recommend that you not waste time and use SIP 200 instead, as it is the most 
powerful and reliable Magento-optimized server solution, at $75 per month. It provides 
enough resources for running a robust mid-sized ecommerce store. You can launch 
demos of all the proposed platforms to compare with other Nexcess solutions, but SIP 200 
is the optimum solution.

Developing Magento extensions is not for everyone, but regardless of coding experience 
everyone can utilize the end product of this complicated process. It’s just important to 
know which Magento extensions to choose and how to install them correctly. Next, I 
cover the best Magento modules and teach how to install them. The modules are divided 
into six groups: performance, SEO, front end, UI, usability, loyalty and referral campaigns, 
system back end, and marketing and sales. The installation procedure is described in 
three different ways: via Magento Connect, FTP, and SSH. 

You can get a free support with paid extensions. Such services often have time limits, 
but you can always get a consultation from specialists. Don’t be afraid to ask them! 

But why do we use extensions? 


Extensions 


Magento extensions or modules offer tons of extra features and opportunities. Magento 
provides a lot (out of the box), but the default functionality is not enough for running a 
successful ecommerce business. That’s why there are tons of both paid and free modules 
on Magento Connect, GitHub, and other websites. The following extensions introduce the 
basic level of improvements. They are just an example of what to use. Of course, you can 
choose your own modules. 

The Magento extensions described next are not enough for receiving the maximum 
return from your ecommerce website. Check the other sections of this chapter to find out 
how more reliable improvements look like. For instance, there are sections dedicated to 
SEO and performance. 


Performance 


Being a part of customer relationships, good performance is the key to a growing 
revenue and profit. This significant aspect positively affects customer loyalty and search 
engines ranking, and as a result your cash flows. You can improve your Magento store 
performance by using proper settings and extensions. 

If Magento store is not set up correctly, it becomes slow and alienates customers. 
Sometimes even experienced web developers could miss some settings, so it is necessary 
to monitor if everything is set up correctly. The probability for correct settings can be 
increased with the help of extensions. Several correct extensions can dramatically change 
the speed of your Magento store. The most reliable solutions will be discussed next. 

Fooman Speedster is your performance tool number one. It combines multiple 
JavaScript files into a single one. The same holds also CSS files. As a result, you get shorter 
page load time. The other feature of the Fooman Speedster extension is the ability to 
reduce the total size of all the files required for loading empty and primed caches. In 
addition, Fooman Speedster reduces the number of HTTP requests. The extension 
doesn’t require any gzip support on the server; therefore, all files are compressed without 
any additional tunings. Fooman Speedster is fully automated, supports multistore 
capabilities, and uses the Minify library. You can install Fooman Speedster here for free.

Lesti::Fpc is another useful module designed for performance improvements. It is an 
internal full page cache for Magento, which works with events. One of the most important 
features of Lesti::Fpc is its simplicity: the extension doesn’t need any external software. 
Being an internal cache, Lesti::Fpc replaces dynamic blocks before sending a response to 
a customer. You can find more information on the extension and install Lesti::Fpc here. 
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More Performance Extensions’” 

CloudFlare is a world-leading content delivery network that is optimized for 
Magento. With the Control for CloudFlare Magento extension, you are able to integrate 
your store with this service. As a result, dozens of JavaScript, CSS, and image files 
loaded from your server during every page view (even if you use Full Page Cache and 
minification) are loaded from distributed servers around the world. This will dramatically 
reduce server load and provide your customers with an amazing page load speed. 

The additional features of this extension include resource caching, DDoS protection, 
additional forms and files security, and async JS load. You can download the Magento 
extension here: Control for CloudFlare.

SEO 


According to Wikipedia, SEO is the process of affecting the visibility of a website in a 
search engine’s organic search results. The earlier and the more frequently your Magento 
store appears in the list of search results, the more visitors come to your website. That 

is why SEO optimization is crucial for your ecommerce business. There is a SEO guide 
discussed in this chapter, but nevertheless, at this point I will explicitly discuss the key 
SEO extensions. Magento is SEO-friendly right out of the box, but you can always enhance 
the default capabilities with the help of proper modules. 

Creare SEO for Magento adds a lot of new features to your ecommerce Magento 
store. By installing this extension, you will enhance your website with the following 
features: HTML sitemap; Noindex on category filters; unique category headings; default 
metadescriptions and page titles for products and categories; config-editable .htaccess 
and robots.txt; 301 redirects for discontinued products; Twitter cards for product pages; 
the ability to disable keywords and metadescription tags; an SEO checking page in 
the admin; a performance cleanup script; a breadcrumbs schema; XML sitemap fix; 
canonical product redirect; a product attribute validator; and duplicate product button 
removal. You can install Creare SEO for free here.

The extension 
adds metadata to the product pages of your ecommerce store. The product name, its 
description, price, stock status, ratings, and a non-cached image path are used in addition 
to the default information about every product page of your website. The extension is 
compatible with such search engines as Google, Bing, and Yahoo!. Check this page for 
additional information. 

With SEO Pagination extension, you can provide search engines the ability 
to properly understand the structure of your Magento store. This leads to a higher 
keyword ranking in search results. The extension allows you to implement Google 
recommendations to target pagination issues in SEO with rel="prev" and rel="next" 
markup tags. It means that the category pages of your Magento store will be optimized 
for most search engines robots. Having installed the extension, search engines will 
receive a strong hint to treat pagination within the category pages as a logical sequence. 
By providing search engines with the information on how to work with the pages of your 
webstore, SEO Pagination helps to avoid duplicate content issues. You can download SEO

Installation 


Congratulations! Now you know which extensions to install, so it’s time to show you how 
to do it. Next, I have described three different types of installation. The second one is 

the easiest, but it can only be used with free extensions. The other installations are more 
complex, but that shouldn’t frighten you. Let’s start with a manual installation via FTP. 


How to Install Magento Extensions Manually via FTP (Six 
Universal Steps and Troubleshooting) 


The following FTP (File Transfer Protocol) guide is designed for basic webserver setup: 
MySQL, Apache, and PHP. For a server with a more advanced setup, you have to adjust 
these steps. Ask your system admin about the details. You can also automate the 
installation process with the help of a command-line equivalent. 

I strongly recommend that you use a test site to install modules. You might get into 
trouble even with the best Magento extensions, so you should check how they work 
without doing any harm to your live store. Therefore, install your modules in a test 
environment first. If everything is OK, repeat the installation on a live site. 

Now I'll explain how to install Magento extensions while avoiding Magento Connect. 
I have described the most common problems with a manual installation and show how to 
fix them. The following are the six universal FTP steps: 


1. Turn off compilation. 
2. Turn on cache. 


3. Perform installation.

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4. Refresh cache. 
5. Re-enter back end. 


6. Turn on compilation. 


Turn off Compilation 


If your Magento compilation mode is enabled, you have to turn it off; otherwise, your 
ecommerce store and its admin could be inaccessible after you install an extension. To 
disable the Magento compilation procedure, go to System > Tools > Compilation. 

If you prefer working with the command line, you should use this equivalent: 


1 php -f shell/compiler.php -- clear 


In addition, I recommend that you create a backup of all Magento files. Thus when 
something goes wrong, you will be able to fix all problems with ease. You can also refresh 
the cache and check if your website works well. Don’t start the installation if there are 
issues with your ecommerce website. 

An optional step is a database backup. You should create it for additional safety 
purposes. You can take your website offline or keep it live. In the second case, you will 
have to re-add orders manually after you create the backup. 


Turn on Cache 


Now, you have to turn on the configuration cache to prevent an early installation, as it 
could be the reason of errors. Go to System > Cache Management. 


Perform Installation 


When you've found an extension that is necessary for your ecommerce website, you have 
to read its installation instructions first. That way, you get all the essential information for 
a successful installation. Don’t ignore this advice. 

When you know all the nuances, you can download a Magento extension and unzip 
it into a separate folder. 

You have to upload the unzipped content to a server via SFTP or FTP. Connect to 
your Magento server. Go to the root directory. Upload the appropriate files to the root 
folder. The root folder includes such subfolders as app, downloader, errors, and so forth. 

One of the best free FTP tools is Filezilla. You can freely use it to simplify the installation. 

Note that the uploaded files have to be readable by a web server. This means that 
they must have the same permissions as the existing ones. 


Refresh Cache 


Now you should go to System > Cache Management once again and refresh Magento’s cache. 
This step is necessary for providing Magento with the ability to register a new extension. 
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Re-enter the Back End 


To prevent the Access Denied error, you have to re-enter the back end. Log in with a full 
administrator account to get new permissions. 

Check whether your ecommerce website works as always. If you've turned off the 
store, you should bring it online. 


Turn on Compilation 


If you are using the compilation mode, which was previously disabled, you have to turn it 
on. Go to System > Tools > Compilation and hit the Run Compilation Process button. 
You could also use the command line instead: 


1 php -f shell/compiler.php -- compile 


Warning! In order to prevent potential conflicts, you have to install only one extension 
at a time. 


Troubleshooting 


Next, I explain how to fix the most common errors related to the Magento extension 
installation.

There is a possibility that Magento will not be able to read the Name.xml file, which has to 
be associated with the module’s name or developer. 


1. First, check System > Configuration > Advanced > Disable 
Modules Output. If the extension is not there, you have two 
more ways to fix the problem. 


2. Check the permissions of the uploaded files one more time. 
They must be readable by Magento. 


3. Flush the cache and delete the contents of var/cache (in rare 
cases, this content can be cached in the tmp/ folder). 


An error page with a reference number at the bottom occurs. 


This number corresponds to a file from a server. The file is situated in <MAGENTO_- 
ROOT_FOLDER>/var/report/. 

To get more information about the error, you have to open this file. If files from the 
includes/src folder are mentioned in the report, it’s likely that you've failed in the first 
step of the guide. Now you do not have an access to your admin. 

Luckily, you can fix the problem by editing the includes/config.php file. Change the 
following: 
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1 define('COMPILER INCLUDE PATH', dirname( FILE  ).DIRECTORY_ 
SEPARATOR. 'src'); 


to this: 


1 #define('COMPILER INCLUDE PATH', dirname(__FILE_).DIRECTORY_ 
SEPARATOR. 'src'); 


The Magento back end should be functional again, so you can rerun the compilation 
process, as described in the sixth step. 
If this doesn’t help, contact the extension developer. 


I’ve refreshed the cache but there are still no new configuration options 


Once again, check whether Magento can read the permissions of the uploaded files. Flush 
the cache and delete the contents of var/cache.

This is a fatal error that occurred while the page was loading. You have to check the 
details of this problem in the server’s error log. It is often necessary to contact the 
extension developers and show them this log in order to fix the issue. 


How to Disable a New Extension 
The following explains how to disable a new extension. 
1. Goto the app/etc/modules folder. 


2. Change the file name ending .xml in 
<companyname>_<extensionname>.xml to .off, 
for instance. You should get the following result: 
<companyname>_<extensionname>.off. 


3. Refresh the Magento cache. Go to the var/cache folder and 
delete its content. 


You can always re-enable an extension by renaming the file name to end with .xml. 
Take into account that the Disable Modules Output option disables a block output only, 
so uninstall extensions in a proper way. 

Now you know how to install extensions via FTP. As you can see, this process is 
not difficult, but it requires some attention. Next, I discuss an even simpler 
procedure— installation via Magento Connect. 
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How to Install Free Extensions via Magento Connect 


Please note that you must use the previous guide for commercial extensions. 
Some specialists don’t recommend using Magento Connect. Although it is the 
easiest way to install an extension, there are several drawbacks: 


By using the same key at different installations, you can install the 
wrong version of a module. 


It is unsafe to use Magento Connect Downloader with the 777 
permission. 


You don’t have any ability to inspect code. 


By using Magento Connect Manager, you can accidentally trigger 
the upgrade of the Magento core. 


If these aspects don’t deter you, then you should perform the following steps:

Check supported versions of the platform.

If there is any trouble with the Magento Connect Manager installation, you should make 
sure that the correct extension key was used. Stability is another discrepancy factor. It is 
impossible to install beta extensions if your system is set to Stable. The following explains 
how you should change your stability settings in Manager:

I also recommend that you check these tools because they significantly simplify the 
installation: Magento Composer Installer and Composer Installers. 

The purpose of Magento Composer Installer is to enable Composer to install 
modules and integrate them into a Magento installation automatically. It adds 
Composer’s vendor autoloader ability; as a result, Composer-compatible third-party tools 
can be used.

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Payment Gateways 


It’s obvious that an ecommerce website should support online payments, but what 
payment gateways suite best for the needs of your business? There are hundreds of online 
payment services on the Internet, so it is difficult to choose a right one. Therefore, I will 
teach you how to select a payment gateway for your business. 

It’s critical to understand all nuances related to online payment processing so that 
you get a solution that is the most suitable for your ecommerce business. 


e Payment gateways and merchant accounts. A payment gateway 
approves or declines payments. A merchant account is a place 
where your money is held before being transferred into a bank 
account. There are services that provide both tools within one 
platform, and there are companies that offer only one solution. 


e Different types of checkout. There are several types of payment 
gateways. Hosted solutions are gateways that take your customer 
out of your website during the checkout. Non-hosted solutions 
let your buyers stay in your store while entering credit card 
information. In order to cover the needs of all of your customers, 
you should offer both solutions. 


e Fees and payments. Every credit card payment gateway 
charges a different amount of money for its implementation. 
There are three major types of fees: setup fees, monthly fees, 
and transactional fees. Some payment services charge only 
transaction fees, whereas others try to gather as much money as 
possible. Thus, it is important to know all the fees in the payment 
gateway of your choice. 


e Anti-fraud protection. Unfortunately, there are gateways without 
strong antifraud protection. Take into consideration that these 
payment solutions are not secure. You should choose gateways 
that provide data encryption and allow CVV2 verification. 


e Payment methods. Some gateways are limited to certain 
payment methods. You should always check if they provide 
payment methods that are common within your target market. 


e Prohibited items. Please note that there can be a prohibited 
items list in every payment gateway. If you sell products from this 
list, the gateway will not work on your ecommerce website. 


e High-risk businesses. Features such as high-risk credit card 
processing or high-risk merchant account maintenance are not 
provided by all gateways. If you operate in gambling, ebooks, 
electronic cigarettes, adult content, or other risky sectors, you 
should check if the chosen payment service will work on your 
website. 
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e Payment turnarounds. You don’t want to spend several days 
waiting for your money, right? That’s why you should check 
payment turnaround. Ideal gateways provide a rapid payment 
turnaround time, but be prepared for more realistic solutions. 


e Chargebacks. Chances are that your customers will request 
chargebacks from time to time. Thus, you should be able to 
provide them with this opportunity. Keep in mind that this feature 
must be supported by your payment gateway; otherwise, you will 
experience a lot of unnecessary issues. 


e Customer support. Imagine a situation where you have a 
problem that should be solved immediately, but appropriate 
customer support doesn’t work. This situation could lead to 
money loss or even a spoiled reputation, so 24/7 customer service 
is a must. 


e Localization. Localization is also vital. Some gateways support 
multiple languages and currencies, whereas others provide 
limited opportunities. If your business provides localization, you 
should offer the same conditions during the checkout. That’s why 
you need a payment solution that supports localization. 


e Scalability. Please note that some ecommerce payment gateways 
have limited transactions and other restrictions. Thus, they can 
be used with small businesses only. Check whether your chosen 
gateway is scalable to avoid future problems. 


e Contract. Beware of a contract! Some companies want you to 
sign a two-year contract, so you would not be able to change 
your gateway during this period. Pay close attention to a contract 
offered by the payment solution that you choose. 


e Reputation. Don’t forget to first check the reputation of the 
payment gateway providers that you are considering. Try 
researching social networks or forums. 


You know how to choose a payment gateway, so you can also check our list of 
the best payment solutions for your website: Best Payment Gateways for Modern 
eCommerce”. 

The leading payment gateways are PayPal, Stripe, and Authorize.net. PayPal is the 
most popular and reliable solution. It is widely used among ecommerce merchants in all 
platforms, including Magento. PayPal supports almost all types of payments, as well as 
related operations: web payments, mobile payments, eBay integration, online invoicing, 
and so forth.

Authorize.net is another giant in the payment gateway market. It is the most powerful 
and well-known payment solution. It offers custom payment forms and extra security. 

This section covered market leaders, but you can easily choose another payment 
solution. Otherwise, let’s go the next stage of the chapter, which covers the core topic of 
shipping. 


Magento Shipping 


Shipping is a constant part of every ecommerce business. In order to make this process 
flawless, you can utilize Magento extensions. Custom Shipping Methods And Rules” 
discusses a set of tools that can help you avoid headaches with delivery, rates, and other 
aspects of custom shipping methods and rules. 

Considering the following questions can help you determine the best shipping 
provider for your specific needs. 


e Where are you shipping to? Does your provider support these 
countries? 


e What types of products are you shipping? What is the average size 
of your orders? 


e What is the shipment processing speed offered by your shipping 
provider? 


e Does it support tracking? 
e Are there insurance options? 
e Does it feature live rates integration? 


You should understand your shipping options and needs. For instance, multiple 
shipping options let your customers choose a provider from among a list of the providers 
that you work with. There is also free shipping. Customers like this option, so you should 
think about its implementation. Another key option is flat rate shipping. You can offer it 
instead of free shipping by charging a flat rate for deliveries for every package. This option 
can also ranges for various order totals or weights. 

Real-time carrier rates are much more complex than other shipping solutions. They 
depend on various factors, such as package weight and shipping location, but at the 
same time charges the exact amount of money that your provider will charge you. The 
customer needs to add a product to his cart to see the most accurate price.

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I should mention the click-and-collect option. The concept of click-and-collect or 
the instore pickup business model is very simple and at the same time counter-intuitive. 
A customer buys goods on a company’s website and rather than wait for the postman 
several days later, picks up these goods at a local brick-and-mortar store. More about this 
option can be found here: Click & Collect (In-store pickup) Magento extensions”. 

Note that all the leading market players, such as UPS, DHL, and FedEx, offer all of 
these options. Moreover, they provide integration with Magento. 

With installed extensions, a reliable payment gateway, and convenient shipping 
options, your store is ready for the data import procedure, which is required if you are 
not new to ecommerce and already have an ecommerce website on another platform. To 
get all of your products within the Magento website, read the next part of this chapter.

In this section, I explain one of the most advanced tasks of the Magento store 
management: product import. The following guide includes a description of the CSV file 
structure and all of its columns, as well as detailed information about product attributes 
related to the import procedure. 

The Magento import is necessary if you are going to migrate from another 
ecommerce platform. The procedure described next helps transfer products, clients, 
and orders from an existing online store to a new Magento website. Even if you are not 
familiar with ecommerce, the following part of the chapter will be useful to you, since it 
describes core aspects of Magento, but you can easily skip it and return later.

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CSV File Structure for the Magento Products Import 


For working with CSV (comma-separated values) files, I strongly recommend that you use 


OpenOffice. 


Minimum Required Columns for a Simple Product Import 


The easiest way to understand what data is required in a CSV file is to export some 
products from your Magento store. If you don’t have any ecommerce stores based on this 
platform, you can always use several products for a test. Fill in all product information, 
add images, and then try to export them. Just go to Magento admin > System > Dataflow 
profiles > Export all products. As a result, you will get a CSV file with dozens of columns. 
Let’s take a closer look at them. Next, I provide a brief description of a CSV file’s parts. 


Warning! 


websites. A website entity is associated with a product. In default 
Magento and in most other cases, it is “base.” 


store. A store entity is associated with a product. In default 
Magento and other cases, it is “admin.” 


websites and store can be the reason behind a problem when products are 


not displayed on the front end or the Magento admin panel after your import. So you should 
check if the values used there are correct. If you are not sure what values to use, you can try 
the default ones: base and admin (Magento admin > System > Manage stores). 
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type. The types of a product: simple product, grouped product, 
configurable product, virtual product, bundle product, 
downloadable product. 


attribute_set. The “default” or another attribute set used fora 
product. See it in Magento Admin > Catalog > Attributes > 
Manage Attributes sets. 


tax_class_id. Product tax classes: None, Taxable goods, Shipping. 
You can manage them in Magento Admin > Sales > Tax. 


status. The status of a product can be enabled or disabled. Ifa 
product is disabled, it will not be displayed on the front end. 


weight. The weight of a product; just use 1 if you don’t need it. 
sku. A unique product identification. 
name. The name of a product. 


price. The price of a product. 
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e description. A full description of a product that is displayed on a 
product page. 


e short_description. A short description is displayed on a product 
page and on other pages, depending on template settings. 


e visibility. The visibility of a product on the front end: Not Visible 
Individually / Catalog, Search / Catalog / Search. 


e category_ids. Magento category ids are associated with different 
products. They are created in Magento admin > Catalog > 
Categories. To get a category id, check it in Magento admin. 


e qty. The available quantity of a product. It is used to control the 
in-stock/out-of-stock status of a product. 


e is_in_stock. Sets up a default status of a product (boolean value 1 
or 0): in stock (1) or out of stock (0). Out-of-stock products are not 
displayed on the front end and can’t be sold. 


e image, small_image, thumbnail. First, you have to upload 
images into the media/import folder in your Magento installation 
folder, and then enter an image file name prepended with a slash. 
You can use the same large image for all three types of product 
images; Magento will scale it to other required sizes. 


Tip Images are required for successful product import in Magento, but if you want to 
import products without images you can use a trick with the default Magento product image 
placeholders located at skin/frontend/default/default/images/catalog/product/placeholder. 
You can find three images there: image.jpg, small_image.jpg, and thumbnail.jpg . Copy and 
paste them to the media/import folder and use them for your products. Product images can 
be updated during the next import procedure. 


To import multiple product images and galleries, you have to use the Improved 
Import’? extension, since Magento does not provide this feature out of the box (more 
extensions follow). 

CSV File sample consists only of the columns described. If you’ve decided to give it 
a try, you need a category with id=3 and placeholder images copied from skin/fron-tend/ 
default/default/images/catalog/product/placeholder to the media/import folder.

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Extended Import with Additional Features 


To get the full list of columns, you can just export existing products, as well as imported 
earlier (as in CSV sample). Appropriate export options are situated in Magento admin > 
System > Import/Export > Dataflow > Profiles > Export all products. 

Now you can get a complete list of default columns used in Magento product import. 
You can use them for the import procedure which includes column names and example 
data. In most cases, it is not difficult to understand what data can be placed there.

URLs, but it’s possible with the Improved Import extension. With this Magento module, 

you can add as many images as you need in an additional CSV column and upload them 
to the media/import folder. The same process is suitable for images from external URLs. 


Product Tier Prices Import 


You can easily import product tier prices from different customer groups with the 
Improved Import extension. 


Product Import Errors and Solutions 


The following describes some potential product import errors and their solutions. 


Image Does Not Exist 


If you've got an “Image does not exist” error in any product images required for import, 
you didn’t properly set that image in the CSV image column in your media/import folder. 
To solve this problem, you can use the trick described earlier (import everything without 
images) or use the Improved Import extension to find out which product images are 
missing. 


Products Are Not Displayed on the Front End After Import 


If products are not displayed in your front end after import, you must check "columns = 
values" in your CSV file. Check the following column descriptions: 


e websites = base 

e store = admin 

e status = Enabled 

e visibility = Catalog, Search 


e category_ids = NUMBER (must be valid enabled category id in 
you store)

CHAPTER 1 SETUP 


Products Are Not Displayed on the Back End (Magento Admin) 
After Import 


Primarily, you have to check "websites = base" and "store = admin" in your CSV file. If 
everything is alright there, you should go to the next step of this guide and perform some 
cleanup in Magento. 


Strange Stacks and Other Errors 


If nothing else helps, use the Magento cleanup tools. Read this article: http: //goo.g1/ 
izmiZo. It shows how to clean up Magento after a failed import process. Before using 
this method, make sure that you’ve double-checked your CSV files according to the 
requirements described. 


Magmi 


Another complex Magento import solution is Magmi, an open source tool with dozens of 
features and settings that makes Magento import flawless. It is extremely powerful, but 
not easy to use. You can download Magmi here: http: //goo.gl/aF7nd. 


Excel Import to Magento with Cobby 


Cobby” is another useful tool designed with productivity and usability in mind. It 
connects your Magento website with Excel in real time, so you can edit all of your 
attributes and add new products without any headaches. Thus, Cobby is one of the most 
reliable and user-friendly ways of importing data to Magento on a daily basis.

You are now familiar with Magento downloading and installation, what to do witha 
server and hosting, which templates and extensions to choose and how to install them, 
and how to import product data into your Magento store. So, it’s time to talk about a key 
topic of this chapter: performance. 


Performance 


Performance is extremely important for every website—and ecommerce web stores 

are not an exception. Statistics differ from market to market, but the negative impact 

of slow speed is obvious. According to Summit.co.uk, in 2013, slow websites cost UK 
online retailers more than £8 billion. At the same time, there is information about the US 
market’s $3 billion ecommerce sales loss. 

Website performance tests by Summit.co.uk showed that over 90% of the 230 leading 
online retailers were failing to meet the industry’s benchmark of a three-second page 
load. Furthermore, it took some about eight seconds to display a page. But how does this 
affect a visitor’s behavior? 

Forty-four percent of online customers think that a transaction has failed if the 
checkout is slow. As a result, many of them (33%) abandon their carts to look for 
ecommerce stores with better performance. A transaction with a two-second delay results 
in a high shopping cart abandonment rate, which is more than 80%. 


The Metrics 


There are new and existing consumers on every ecommerce web store. Thus, we can 
speak about two types of interaction: first view and repeat views. Both have three specific 
metrics: time to first byte, render start, and load time. 

With time to first byte, you measure the amount of time required for servers to react 
to a request of a browser to send data. With render start, you measure the amount of time 
necessary for the first page element to be displayed in a browser. Load time means the 
total amount of time required to load all elements of a page. 

The metrics should be measured under normal and peak loads conditions. You can 
use Webpagetest.org to do this. A report indicates what is slowing down your ecommerce 
website. The most common reasons are heavy images and interactive page features, site 
build shortcuts, a poor hosting environment, and so forth. These are Amazon’s results for 
the first view: 


e First byte: 0.285 sec 
e Render start: 0.944 sec 


e Load time: 2.071 sec 
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These are the results for the second view: 
e First byte: 0.285 sec 
e Render start: 0.833 sec 
e Load time: 1.346 sec 


Such results are an example of top-page load speed metrics to some extent. Next, I 
talk about all the solutions designed to optimize Magento ecommerce site performance 
and to achieve the aforementioned results. 

This Magento Performance Ultimate Guide” is written for all versions of Magento 
(including Magento 2). It is suitable for the both Community and Enterprise editions. 
Additionally, it is useful for PHP and MySQL applications. 


Magento Server-side Performance 


You will find information about Magento server optimization in this section of the 
chapter. I show all the core aspects of this process. 


Magento Optimized Hosting Services 


You need to choose a hosting service for your Magento store. With a web hosting service, 
you make your ecommerce Magento store accessible via the World Wide Web. Th 
hosting service greatly influences performance. For example, a poor hosting solution can 
noticeably slow down your website. You can check our “Best Magento optimized hosting” 
blog post to find out the best solution for you. I would now like to draw your attention to 
Nexcess and Rackspace. 

With Nexcess, you get full hosting options for your Magento website. The basic plan 
is $19.95 per month, but you have to pay annually if you want this exact price. If you 
choose a monthly payment, Nexcess costs $24.95 per month. For both solutions, you get 
one IP, 7.5GB of free space, 16GB RAM, 2x Quad Core E5620, 75GB of data per month, 

9 additional stores, and 30 accounts per server. You can launch a demo for all proposed 
Nexcess plans. 

This hosting service is the cheapest and the most stable and reliable among all 
Magento-optimized hosting services. I highly recommend that you try Nexcess SIP 200 as 
the perfect Magento hosting solution for both small and middle-sized Magento stores. 

Rackspace is another top-notch hosting provider. The company has been on the 
market since 2008. Today, it includes more than 1,000 Magento clients worldwide. 

The cheapest Rackspace solution costs $499 per month. It best suits stores with 100 
concurrent visitors and 150,000 products. For this money, you will get one quad core 
processor, 1 x 146GB 10K SAS, 4GB of RAM, Cisco ASA 5505 firewall, and 2TB Bandwidth 
every month.

You can always use LAMP as a simple hosting solution for your Magento store, but 
there are cases when the usage of Apache with mod_php is not the best idea. For instance, 
when your ecommerce Magento store has dynamic content generated by PHP scripts in 
addition to static files. For such situations, Nginx with PHP-FPM can be a better idea. 

For simultaneous HTTP/HTTPS connections, Apache uses a large quantity of RAM 
and CPU cycles. The problem is particularly acute for the standard Apache configuration 
and the mod_php prefork. Since each Apache child process generally requires around 
100MB RAM for every request, a dedicated 16GB RAM web server is limited to just 150 
concurrent requests. 

One of the major advantages of Nginx is its event-based structure (Apache is process 
based). Thus, Nginx doesn’t require any new process to increase the level of concurrency. 
As aresult, the memory footprint of Nginx is very low. In addition, Nginx exploits 
asynchronous and nonblocking I/O. 

Nginx is operated by a pre-set number of worker processes, and each of them 
exists in the form of a single isolated process. Due to the event-driven and non-blocking 
architecture, Nginx allows every single worker process to handle requests from multiple 
clients. 

You can benefit from Nginx even if you aren’t going to handle thousands of requests 
at the same time. This server solution scales in all directions: from the smallest VPS to 
servers’ clusters. 

Nginx handles about 10,000 HTTP/HTTPS requests per second. It uses just 10MB to 
20MB of RAM and averages 10% to 15% of CPU. Notice that in HTTPS, the usage of CPU is 
higher because of decryption/encryption routines. 

The biggest drawback of Nginx is the absence of mod_php or its analogs designed for 
the direct execution of PHP apps. Being a static content web server and a reverse HTTP/ 
FastCGI proxy, Nginx can’t run Magento directly. In order to do so, it must utilize other 
means. The most reliable solution of this problem is PHP-FPM established for running 
high-load websites with PHP web apps. PHP-FPM consumes a small amount of resident 
memory and offers some unique features, such as adaptive process spawning, advanced 
logging with a slow log for slowly executing PHP scripts, the ability to start workers 
with different php.ini and "uid/gid/chroot/environment", an emergency restart for an 
accidental opcode cache destruction, real-time data on performance, and server activity. 

To use Nginx with your Magento store, you need the front end enhanced with the 
following: 


e Caching 


e Reverse FastCGI proxy, which handles all HTTP/HTTP 
connections 


e All static file delivery 
e PHP-FPM 
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In this case, Nginx performs as a reverse FastCGI proxy for all dynamic content 
requests. All of them are proxied to a back-end PHP-FPM app and delivered back to a 
visitor after a response. 

The usage of Nginx as a load balancer (one Nginx front end plus several PHP-FPM 
back ends) leads to a back-end failover and both high scalability and availability for the 
Magento installation. And you eliminate the need to utilize a hardware load balancer or 
any other associated expenses. 


Monitoring Tools and Analyzers 


A slow page or other negative user experiences could be the reason for leaving a webstore 
long before getting to checkout. Luckily, there are a lot of different monitoring tools and 
analyzers designed to identify a problem in time. 

New Relic can be used to mark various operations, such as key transactions, for 
example triggers for custom alerting. Another function of this tool helps observe the 
slowest queries. Thanks to the “app map” feature, New Relic provides a clear view of the 
application dependencies that occur on your Magento ecommerce site. This feature also 
works along with third-party extensions and external services. With the app map feature, 
you can easily find the “weakest link” in your application chain. However, there are two 
other features that should be mentioned: Apdex scoring and alerting. With the aid of 
Apdex scoring, New Relic evaluates how well the Magento app is performing according to 
industry standards. Since the feature is combined with alerting, you will be always notified 
when the performance of your Magento store is challenged, due any variety of reasons.

With the AppDynamics platform, you get full visibility of Magento-based PHP app 
performance. The solution provides rapid installation and high scalability. AppDynamics 
automatically discovers the Magento application topology. The tool provides the ability 
to customize a monitoring process by choosing which transactions to include or exclude 
from a real-time view. It also distinguishes web and mobile experiences, and expands 
visibility from the user to a database by correlating the performance of the database to 
originating transaction performance metrics. In addition, you are able to monitor root- 
cause errors and exceptions in real time. 


Magento MySQL-Optimized Configuration 


Proper MySQL configuration is among the most robust enhancements made to ensure 
the supreme performance of a Magento store. It requires an understanding of your 
hardware-primarily the available RAM. Next, I discuss the most reliable solutions 
elaborated to optimize Magento and that enhance a website’s performance with the help 
of proper MySQL configurations.

MariaDB Instead of Default MySQL 


MySQL is not a necessity, so you can always move out of it. There are two popular 
alternative solutions: MariaDB and Percona. The first one is a fork of MySQL developed 
by the Magento community. MariaDB was created under GNU GPL. Its goals are as 
follows: 


e Maintain high MySQL compatibility 


e Ensure a drop-in replacement capability with a binary 
equivalency 


e Match with MySQL commands and APIs 
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MongoGento by Smile Open Source Solutions 


There is also an opportunity to use the NoSQL database instead of MySQL. Therefore, 
all you need is MongoGento by Smile Open Source Solutions. Since this module 
provides your Magento store with the ability to use MongoDB, you will reduce the size 
of your database and the Magento EAV model impact. The second reason of these two 
improvements is heterogeneous catalogues, designed for millions of products. At the 
same time, you retain the flexibility of a document model. 

Another strong point of MongoGento is its performance. The combination of SolR, 
MageCache, and MongoDB makes both the front end and the back end extremely fast. I 
need to mention that MongoGento is an open source, scalable, and secure alternative to 
MySQL that has a quick installation. 

The only drawback is a conflict among MongoGento and some other modules. 

For example, product catalog rules are not able to handle some attributes if you use

MySQL and InnoDB Optimized Configuration 
The following are the general options in a MySQL and InnoDB optimized configuration: 


° max_ connections: The maximum number of connections to 
allow. Watch this value: max_used_connections. 


e thread_cache: Cache to prevent the creation of excessive thread. 
The good value is 50-100. Watch threads_created. 


e table_cache/table_open_cache: Opens table instances cache. 
Multiple entries for single table are possible. Watch this status 
value: opened_tables and start with 4096. 


e open_files_limit: Up to two file handlers are required for MyISAM 
tables. Each connection is file handler. It is safe to set to 65535 for 
the most systems. 


e table_definition_cache: Cache table definitions and use only one 
entry per table. Opened_table_definitions to watch. Set + 10% to 
the number of tables unless there are 50K+ tables. 


e back_log: Adjustment for many connections/sec is required. The 
reasonable value is 2048. 


e max_allowed_packet: Sets a limit for the maximum query size 
and internal string variable size. The good value is 16MB. 


e max_connect_errors: Prevents password brute force attack. Can 
be a cause of a Host Blocked error message. The good value is 
about 1000000. 


e skip_name_resolve: Helps avoid DNS lookup on connection. 
Don’t use host names for GRANTs. 
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old_passwords: This shouldn't be enabled. It causes the use of 
insecure password hash. 


log_bin: Enable this parameter for replication and point in time 
recovery. To avoid default naming, you should set it to mysql-bin. 


sync_binlog: Make Binlog durable. Set to 1 for RAID with BBU or 
Flash. It turns slow drives into a performance killer. 


expire_log days: Purges old binary logs after the set number of 
days. A good value is 14. Don’t forget about weekly backups. 


tmp_table_size 


max_heap_table_size: Typically set to same value. Created_tmp_ 
disk_tables status variable. BLOB/TEXT fields cause on disk table 
of any size. 


query_cache_size: Enable this parameter only if it is tested to 
provide considerable gains. It often causes stalls and contention. 
Remember, you should not set it over 512MB. 


sort_buffer_size: Used for sorting in memory buffer. Watch sort_ 
merge_passes. Set within sessions for large queries. Good value is 
up to 1MB. Larger values hurt small queries performance. 


join_buffer_size: Use for better performance of joins with no 
indexes. But it is better to get rid of such joins. The reasonable 
value is 8MB. 


default_storage_engine: It uses the InnoDB engine for tables if 
nothing else is specified. 


read_rnd_buffer_size: A buffer for reading rows in sorted offer. It 
specifies the maximum value. Use values around 16MB, because 
they often make sense. Do not mix with read_buffer_size. 


tmpdir: Specifies location of temporary directory. It is often 
a good choice unless a very large temporary space is needed. 
tmpdir=/dev/shm. 


The following are MyISAM options: 


key_buffer_size: Caches MyISAM indexes, but doesn’t cache 
data. Requires up to 30% of memory if using MyISAM only. 


myisam_recover: Automatically repairs corrupted MyISAM 
tables after crash. The good value is BACKUP,FORCE. 


myisam_sort_buffer_size: Buffer used for building MyISAM 
indexes by Sort. Good values are between 8MB and 256MB 


low_priority_updates: This parameter allows higher concurrency 
for SELECTS. It may starve update queries. 


SETUP 
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e bulk_insert_buffer_size: A buffer for bulk inserts optimization. 
Values of 1/4 of key_buffer_size make sense. The value is per 
connection. 


The following are the InnoDB memory settings: 


e innodb_buffer_pool_size: This is the most important setting. 
About 80% of memory is allocated here. 


e innodb_buffer_pool_instances: Reduces contention. Set it to 4+ 
in MySQL 5.5+. 


e innodb_log_ buffer_size: A buffer for log files. Good values are 
between 4MB and 128MB. 


e  innodb_ibuf max size: Controls the size of the insert buffer. 1/2 
of buffer pool by default. Smaller values are good for SSD. 


The following are the InnoDB IO options: 


e innodb_flush_log at_trx_commit: Controls durability. Use 1: 
flush and sync; 2: flush; 0: neither. 


e innodb_flush_method: this parameter controls how InnoDB 
performs IO. O_DIRECT is a good value for most servers. 


e innodb_auto_lru_dump: Percona Server feature designed for 
quick warm up. The good value is 300 (seconds). 


e innodb_io_capacity: Controls InnoDB assumption about disk 
performance. Increase it for faster drives, 


e innodb_ read io threads: 


e innodb_write_io_threads: Controls the number of threads by 
doing reads and writes. Since MySQL 5.5 has async IO, very high 
values might not be needed; 4 is a good default value. 


e innodb_flush_neighbor_pages: Percona Server feature designed 
to control how flushing work. Disable it for SSD by setting to 0. 


The following are other InnoDB options: 


e innodb_log file_size: sizes of redoes log file. Larger logs provide 
better performance, but with longer recovery. 


e innodb_log files_in_group: Leave it at 2. 
e innodb_file_per_table: Store each InnoDB table in a separate file. 


e innodb=force: Enable so MySQL is disabled to start if InnoDB 
could not initialize. Otherwise it might start but with the error on 
access to all InnoDB tables. 


e innodb_lock_wait_timeout: Waiting time for row-level locks 
before bailing out. 
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e innodb_old_blocks_time: Use to make buffer pool scan resistant. 
Good values are around 1000. 


e innodb_file_format: Sets the file format that InnoDB will use. 
The default legacy format is Antelope. Barracuda allows you to 
use new features. 


e innodb_stats_on_metadata: Update statistics on metadata 
access (Information_schema queries). To disable it for more 
workloads, set to 0. InnoDB will refresh stats when the table 
changes significantly. 


e performance_schema: Enables Performance Schema in MySQL 
5.5+ and watches potential overhead. 


e log slow_queries: Enables Slow Query Log. 


e long_query_time: With this parameter set to 0 periodically, you 
can get sample of the load. 


e log slow_verbosity=full: more data about queries in Percona Server. 
e low_warnings=2: Warnings about disconnects in an error log. 


e  userstat_running=1: Advanced Table and Index usage statistics 
for both Percona Server and MariaDB. 


MySQL Settings Optimization with Tuning Primer 


The Tuning Primer shell script allows developers to review the MySQL settings of a 
Magento store and make adjustments to them for database stability and performance 
increase. The script analyzes MySQL stats and provides recommendations on tuning a 
MySQL server. The uptime required to correctly work the script is more than 48 hours. 
The Tuning Primer script is developed for all MySQL versions, starting with version 3.23. 

Although there are a lot of articles about Magento performance, I advise you to pay 
attention to Magento on Steroids. Its author shares his best practices related to his daily 
work with Magento performance issues; he makes a strong emphasis on Magento server 
optimization. 


Zend PHP Accelerator Configurations (Performance 
Improvements with OPcache) 


As a code caching module, OPcache can significantly improve PHP performance and 

the performance of an entire store. OPcache uses shared memory to store a precompiled 

script bytecode, eliminating the need to load and parse scripts on every request, which 

is common for PHP. Thus by optimizing OPcache settings, you improve the performance 

of your Magento website. Check the article Enhanced Magento Performance with 

Optimized OPcache Settings to find out more about the optimization of OPcache settings.

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How to Use Redis with Magento 


Redis (Remote dictionary server) is an open source, networked, in-memory data 
structure server that stores keys with optional durability. Being one of the most popular 
key-value stores, Redis is suitable for Magento. The ecommerce platform currently 
provides support for various cache back ends with file systems; but most of them cannot 
cope with a growing number of requests, thus they provide terrible scaling. 

Moreover, some of them suffer from other limitations. A good example of such 
restrictions is the lack of support to group cache entries. To solve this problem, you can 
tune your Magento to a Redis store. 

The current Memcached has no significant advantages over Redis. Both solutions are 
extremely fast, and all major features of Memcached are now offered by Redis. However, 
Redis surpasses Memcached. The latest version of Redis offers out-of-the-box clustering. 
The other useful tools are replication and Sentinel. With this combination, Redis offers a 
bunch of advantages over Memcached. The following features turn Redis into a real data 
store (Memcached is just a cache): 


e Data types with powerful commands: sorted sets, hashes, lists, 
and so forth 


e Default persistence to disk 

e Optimistic locking transactions (WATCH/MULTI/EXEC) 

e Extremely fast pub/sub 

e Values are limited to 512MB (1MB per key in Memcached) 
e Built-in clustering (as of 3.0) 

e Lua scripting (as of 2.6) 


Furthermore, Redis is more flexible than Memcached. It provides higher scalability, 
availability, and administration. Redis is not only a better solution for use cases 
associated with Memcached, but it is also suitable for new occasions. 

The process of the Redis implementation as a cache and session back end is fully 
described on Inchoo: Redis cache backend and session storage in Magento. 

There is another useful article related to this topic: How to Use Redis with Magento.

There are two useful projects on GitHub as well. The first one is Cm_RedisSession. 
It is a Redis-based session handler designed for Magento. Cm_RedisSession has a lot of 
useful features.

With Cm_Cache_Backend_Redis, you get a Zend_Cache back end with Redis and 
tags support. The back end makes it possible to turn every Redis server into a central 
cache storage. Keep in mind that with Cm_Cache_Backend_Redis, full tags support 
doesn’t require the use of TwoLevels cache. Thus, this back end is best suited for use 
in a cluster or on a single machine. Cm_Cache_Backend_Redis works with any Zend 
Framework project, all versions of Magento are supported as well.

A content delivery network (CDN) is a complex of servers with multiple data centers 
around the world and across the Internet. The main goal of every content delivery 
network is to provide content to end users with the highest possible performance and 
availability. CDNs work with different web objects and store downloadable content. They 
also provide faster access to apps, streaming media, and social networks. Thus, CDNs 
play an important role in modern online content delivery. There are dozens of possible 
solutions, but I would like to draw your attention to CloudFlare. 

CloudFlare relies on recent hardware innovations, advanced network routing, and 
modern web server technology improvements. As a next-gen CDN, CloudFlare works 
better than its competitors. It is also more affordable and easier to set up. This CDN 
solution provides your website with a load speed that is twice as fast (regardless of the 
location of your visitors). I should also mention that CloudFlare works well with both 
static and dynamic content. Furthermore, the company guarantees that your Magento 
store will always be online. Last but not least, there is support for IPv6 networks and other 
CDNs.

There are a lot of full page cache Magento extensions designed to improve website speed 
and reduce page load time. All modules from this group are based on the same principle 
explained next. Magento automatically generates and delivers pages to first-time 

visitors. These pages are copied and saved to cache. At some point, all the pages of your 
Magento store get cached copies, and the necessity to generate new pages from scratch is 
eliminated. Therefore, the full page cache extension reduces the load from the database 
and the server, and decreases page load time.

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CSS and JS Minification 


Another method of the Magento speed optimization concerns JavaScript and CSS files. It 
is possible to combine, compress, and cache them to enhance Magento’s performance. 

I recommend that you use the Fooman Speedster Advanced Magento extension for 

the aforementioned operations. The module combines multiple JavaScript files or CSS 
files into a single file. It reduces the total size of loadable files and the number of HTTP 
requests, so you get a shorter page load time. You can download the Speedster Magento 
extension for free.

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Faster Re-index 


Fast re-indexing is another aspect of the Magento server optimization. It reduces 
server loads by speeding up saving products in a catalog. As a result, you increase the 
performance of your online store.

Varnish Cache 


Varnish is designed to minimize a number of contentions between threads. It stores 
data in virtual memory. The selection of what data goes to disk and what is stored in the 
OS cache occurs. As a result, you can avoid a situation where the data is cached by the 
operating system and at the same time moved to a disk. 

The Turpentine Magento Extension is developed to improve Magento’s compatibility 
with Varnish. With the aid of Turpentine, you can improve your website’s performance 
by adding a fast-caching reverse proxy to its system. Unfortunately, the default solution 
doesn’t cache requests with cookies, so Magento’s front-end cookies cause a near zero 
hit-rate with Varnish. By installing the Turpentine Magento extension, you provide the 
system with Varnish configuration files (VCLs) and improve Magento’s behavior. Thus, 
Varnish works with Magento.

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How to Improve Checkout and Add to Cart Speed in Magento 


Although you can cache static CMS pages, like products and categories, with Full Page 
Cache, along with a fast back-end cache storage, such as Redis or Memcached, you will 
still have slow dynamic pages. Thus, it is vital to increase checkout and add-to-cart speed 
in your Magento setup. There are also problems related to PHP/web server, which slow 
down your store. Next, l'll teach you how to improve default performance, making your 
customers loyal to your brand.

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PHP Accelerators 


Another crucial aspect that helps to increase site speed is the usage of PHP accelerators 
designed to improve the performance of PHP apps. Most of them cache compiled 
opcode/bytecode to avoid overhead caused by compiling source code during each 
request. The cached code is stored in a shared memory and executed from there. As a 
result, PHP accelerators minimize the amount of slow disk reads and decrease memory 
copying at a runtime. The best PHP accelerators are described here: The Best PHP 
Accelerators”. 


Cache Back End

By monitoring different forums, I’ve highlighted the following important steps: 


1. To increase the speed of Magento checkout, disable the 
Mage_Rss module, since it forces a “cache clean” four times 
during a checkout process slowing down your website. 


2. Ifyou aren’t using downloadable products, turn off Mage_ 
Downloadable. This will help to increase the checkout speed, 
as well as reduce the time necessary for cart actions when 
there are multiple items in a cart.

Although Magento is the safest ecommerce platform, there are still additional 
security tricks that make it even safer. Thousands of Magento websites have been hacked 
during the past few years. Luckily, there are several useful methods developed to fix 
all the major problems. Next, the most important security tips and reliable security 
extensions are described. You can also check this guide: Magento Security Ultimate 
Guide”. 


Name and Password 


You should make all of your Magento passwords unique and strong. The same goes for 
your admin name. This simple step can help you improve the security of your website. 
Just create a password that is longer than eight characters and to some extent, you will 
prevent your store from being hacked. Note that passwords should combine numbers, 
letters, and special characters. Indeed, do not use weak usernames such as “admin” or 
“administrator” If you are using an insecure name and password, you can always change 
them in System > My Account. 


Custom Path for Admin Panel 


A default path to an admin panel has the following construction: http: //storename.com/ 
admin. Everyone knows it—consequently, it is among Magento security vulnerabilities. 
By changing it to more complex path—for example, http: //storename.com/superadmin, 
you push the security of your ecommerce website to a new level. This small step is the 
best defense against broken authentication and session management attacks. 

You can always change the Magento admin path in the app/etc/local.xml file. Find 
the line which contains <![CDATA[admin]|> and create a new string instead of admin, for 
instance, superadmin. The new code should look as follows: <![CDATA[superadmin]]>.

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Two-Factor Authentication 


Another reliable security technique is two-factor authentication. It adds an additional 
security layer to an existing one. The system requires two separate authentications to 
provide users with access. Thus, your Magento website becomes two times more secure. 
You can provide your admins with the two-factor authentication solution using one of 
these Magento modules: Xtento Two-Factor Authentication or Extendware Two-Factor 
Authentication”. More Admin Login Security Tools”. 


Encrypted (HTTPS/SSL) Connection 


Another essential security improvement is the usage of the HTTPS/SSL-secure URLs. By 
being HTTPS/SSL-encrypted, your ecommerce website is PCI-compliant as well. This 
means that you will get a secure data transfer between your site and server. Otherwise, there 
is a risk that data (database information and login details) will be intercepted by hackers. 

To enable the HTTPS/SSL secure URLs, you should go to System > Configuration 
> General > Web. Then, it is necessary to change “http” to “https” in the base URL, and 
enable the “Use secure URLs for both Frontend and Admin” feature. 


File Upload with Secure FTP 


In addition to HTTPS/SSL-secure URLs, you can also take care of the FTP connection 
with your server. Use SFTP because it provides an additional encryption of user 
credentials. This protocol uses a private key file for authentication. Make sure that file 
permissions are not set to 777; otherwise, anyone will be able to rewrite them. 


Pre-Defined IP Addresses for Administrators 


Magento provides the opportunity to set predefined IP addresses for accessing the admin 

panel, which is a robust security enhancement. You just have to create a list of IPs. This 

way, users with other addresses won’t be able to access the admin panel of your website. 
To implement this security feature, find your .htaccess file and enter the following code:

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Hence, you implement the user permission to access your admin panel with the 
172.161.132.13 IP address, and for everyone whose IP address starts with 153.119. This 
technique supports an unlimited number of IP addresses. 

Then, you should go to the Magento root directory and create a new folder called 
admin. Copy the index.php file of your Magento and paste it there. Now, you have to 
change relative paths to the config.php and Mage.php files. Change the following lines: 


1 $compilerConfig = '../includes/config.php' ; 
2 $mageFilename = '../app/Mage.php' ; 


You should only add '../'. 
Now go to the. htaccess file and enter the following lines: 


1 Redirect permanent /index.php/{admin path} /admin/index.php/{admin path} 
2 Redirect 301 /index.php/{admin path} /admin/index.php/{admin path} 


Therefore, you will direct users coming to our admin to a new directory. 
{admin_path} indicates the new admin path that was manually changed. 

This security step works only with static IP addresses. If your ISP assigns dynamic IP 
addresses, you shouldn’t implement this technique. 


Malicious PHP Functions 


There are malicious PHP functions that should be disabled. You can use more secure 
alternatives instead. To disable these functions, find your php.ini file, open it, and add the 
following code:

Take into account that you can disable other functions in your php.ini file, as well as 
omit important functions from the code. 
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Directory Listing 


Directory listing is among common server loopholes. It provides everyone with the ability 
to see the directory structure and location of all of its files by simply entering a website’s 
URL. Therefore, you should disable directory indexing by adding the following code in 
your .htaccess file: 


1 Options -Indexes 


MySQL Injections 


Since every Magento website has many form fields for user data input, hackers can easily 
steal this data by injecting MySQL statements. To protect your store from such a threat, 
you should use web firewalls (several apps are described next). 

To solve this problem, update your Magento to the latest version because it always 
provides a lot of improvements, bug fixes, new features, and security enhancements. At 
the same time, there is the possibility of new, undiscovered problems related to the latest 
update. 


e Create backups of your Magento store regularly. This helps you 
decrease every hack damage level and you will be able to restore 
your Magento website faster. 


e Fixall email loopholes. Keep in mind that your email should not 
be widely known. It should be protected by a unique and secure 
password as well. 


e Check the security of your Magento website regularly. This will 
help you find all issues at early stages. 


e Always update your antivirus software. Older versions are not 
able to protect your store from the latest threats. 


e Find out where your browser comes from. The browser stores 
a lot of necessary information about your Magento website. Try 
not to save passwords in it because any access to your computer 
allows hackers to easily get your credentials. 


e Hide the local.xml file from public access. It contains sensitive 
data, such as database information and the encryption key. Hide 
it. You can do it by changing file permissions for local.xml to 600(- 
rw) or blocking a web access to the entire app directory. 


e Upgrade your OS to the most recent version. It should provide 
new security improvements. 


e Install Magento security patches. They are developed to fix all 
current security problems on your store. When writing this guide, 
SUPEE-6285 was the latest. 
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e Make sure that your hosting provider is reliable and secure. 
Note that some hosting providers are not prepared for hacker 
attacks. 


e Provide limited permissions for files and documents. For 
downloadable documents, set only read permissions, so that no 
program will be able to modify them. 


e Disable Magento Connect Manager after installing extensions. 
This prevents any random changes. 


e Use only trusted Magento extensions from reliable sources, such 
as Magento Connect. 


e Change passwords for outside developers. You can reset your 
original passwords after work is done. 


e Check web server logs for errors or suspicious activities. This 
way, you will be able to detect threats at early stages. 


e Block unwanted countries if you are not shipping worldwide. 
You can utilize the GeoIP Legacy Apache module.

Payment Pages, which is based on redirection to Secure Trading, 
where credit card information is captured, and API, where all 
information is captured on your server (less secure). The module 
is also free.

your customers with insight into the reliability of your store. The 
extension shows a trust badge, which displays such information 
as reviews, trustmarks, and money-back guarantees.

e Authorize.Net CIM is designed for the improved payment security 
of your ecommerce website. It supports all Magento payment 
actions and allows customers to save payment information 
for future usage. As a result, they can enjoy a rapid checkout 
without disregarding PCI compliance. I should also mention 
that Authorize.Net CIM supports ACH and recurring profiles.

e With the Enhanced Admin Security: Two-Factor Authentication 
Magento module, you are able to enhance the security of your 
store by utilizing two-factor authentication.

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Extract Benefits from Your Image Alt Tags 


There is an “alt” property in the image HTML tag that was originally designed for slow 
Internet connections. But now it has a new purpose. The image alt tag can be used for 
the search engine optimization of your Magento store. Google relies on the content of alt 
tags to define what is on the page (mostly images). That’s why you should create small 
descriptions in the alt property in order to improve SEO. 


Tool up with Link Building 


A proper link-building strategy will significantly improve the SEO optimization of your 
Magento store.

Utilize Popular Products Properly 


Use your homepage to display products that are popular on the market or within your 
store. This will help engage your returning visitors immediately. 


Make Discontinued Products Work for You 


Some products from your ecommerce store probably no longer exist. But don’t be in 
haste deleting their pages. Instead, redirect your visitors from old pages to new ones by 
using the server 301 redirect code. You will preserve all of your page rankings this way, so 
don’t make obvious mistakes by deleting useful content. 


What Should I Do with the 302 Redirects 


Whereas the 301 redirect is a real SEO savior, the 302 redirect is a harmful one because it 
doesn’t pass any link juice to a new page (301 does). Thus, you lose traffic and rankings if 
you use the 302 redirect. However, it’s good to apply it with compare links, wish list links, 
geolocations, and currency switch links. Visit this page to find out more about the 302 
redirect. 
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Create a Perfect 404 Page 


Deleted page links stay in search engines for a certain amount of time. When a customer 
clicks such a link, the 404 error page is displayed. I recommend that you customize your 
404 page to help visitors find the products that they are looking for. That’s why a custom 

404 page can save you from losing traffic. 


Better SEO Results with Good Navigation 


When a random user visits your Magento store from a search engine page, but leaves it to 
perform another query, he provides a negative impact on your rankings. The core reason 
for such behavior is navigation. Provide your visitors with a proper user experience and 
you will prevent your Magento SEO from this negative impact. Therefore, make it easy for 
users to find the desired products within your store. 


Clean up Your URLs from Store Codes 


With default configurations, Magento adds store codes to URLs. These unique identifiers 
are good for locating products within your database, but they are inappropriate in URLs. 
Disable store codes by setting “Add Store Codes to URLs” to No. Go to the Configuration 
menu, select Web, and then Search Engine Optimization. You will see an appropriate 
option there. 


Optimize your Magento Store Wisely with Google Analytics 


With Google Analytics, you can get all the information that is essential for SEO 
optimization. Luckily, there is an opportunity to connect this service to your ecommerce 
store without any headaches, since Magento supports GA integration. Be wise and get 
more from available resources. 


Turn Your Visitors into Buyers with the Aid of the Right 
Keywords 


Keywords influence the effectiveness of optimization. Some keywords are more for 
“buying” than others. Pay attention to this nuance, and you will be able to gain more from 
your Magento website. 


Unleash the Power of Blogging 


By adding a blog to your digital store, you are able to improve its SEO. Post unique and 
relevant content, communicate with your visitors, provide them with useful information, 
and you will engage more customers. 
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Get More from Rich Snippets 


Due to rich snippets, you can integrate different HTML5 components into your products, 
improving their SEO. For example, ratings and reviews integrated into products appear 
in search engine results and provide you with competitive advantages over other 
ecommerce websites (if they are a five-star ratings). 


Enhance SEO with the Help of Security 


Use SSL certificates to provide both customers and search engines with a sense of 
security. You will learn how to use SSL later in this chapter. 


Never Forget About Your Robots.txt File 


It is extremely important to make a custom robots.txt file. All ecommerce stores are 
different, so a generic robots.txt file is unacceptable. I strongly recommend that you 
consider applying the Google Webmaster Tool before using it on a web store. 


Stay Mobile-Friendly 


If you have an audience of mobile users, then you should provide them with a mobile- 
friendly version of your Magento store. According to Google’s policy, websites with a 
responsive design (or with a mobile version) get better rankings in a mobile search. Check 
our posts about Mobilegeddon and Responsive Design for a better understanding of the 
problem. 


Be the King of Social Media 


Utilize the power of social networks. You will not only improve your SEO, but you will get 
many more new buyers. Pay attention to the fact that Facebook and Twitter can become 
the driving forces of your sales. You just have to use them properly.

More Complex Search Engine Optimizations 


If the preceding information is not enough for your ecommerce store, and you plan to 
implement more robust changes to improve SEO, then this section of the chapter is for you. 


1. Start with the Basics 
1.1. General Configurations 


Magento is not only one of the safest ecommerce platforms, but it is one of the most 
SEO-friendly solutions and you can always make it even more SEO optimized. 
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I recommend that you update your store to the latest version of the platform and 
enable Server URL rewrites. Just go to System, open Configuration, click the Web options, 
and make an improvement in the Search Engines Optimization section. On the same 
screen, set Add Store Code to URLs (under URL Options) to No. 

You can choose between a www and a non-www version of your website URL. But 
which version is more SEO-friendly? 

There is no definite answer to this question, so you should decide which one is 
better for you. I only recommend that you create a 301 redirect if you change this setting. 
Use .htaccess with mod_rewrite, because it prevents Magento from adding SID queries 
to URLs. 


1.2. Header 


“Magento Commerce’ is the default title of your Magento store. To improve your SEO, you 
should change this. You can do it in Configuration > Design > HTML Head. Change the 
default title to a new one that describes your store. 

You can also add a store name to all of your website’s page titles in the Title Suffix 
field. Keep Prefix, Default Description, and Default Keywords fields empty. 

There are production and non-production environments on your Magento store. 
Both have default robots. For non-production applications, you should set NOINDEX, 
NOFOLLOW; for all others, set INDEX, FOLLOW. 

Don’t forget about canonical URLs. You can set them using one of these modules. 


1.3. CMS Pages 


To get better rankings, you can optimize your Magento store’s CMS pages. When they 
are filled with decent content, take both a page title and a SEF URL identifier, go to the 
Metadata tab, and create descriptions for the CMS pages that you are going to work with. 

Keep the Keywords field empty. Please note that you should create descriptions 
with your customers in mind, because the descriptions are displayed on search results 
pages. Use only informative descriptions that you’ve written. Avoid using autogenerated 
descriptions. 


1.4. Category 


To prevent duplicate content issues associated with categories, you should disable the 
“Use categories path for product URLs” option. Go to System, open Configuration, find 
the Catalog options, and click Search Engine Optimization. Set the parameter to No. 

To set category information, go to Catalog > Manage Categories and Descriptions 
in Meta Description fields and create a short description. At the same time, use keyword- 
rich URLs in URL Key field. Keep the Page Title empty. 
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1.5. Product Pages 


The optimization of product pages is almost the same as with categories. Keep in mind 
that Meta Title overwrites the title of a page. 

Additional search engine optimization includes work with images. You should use 
the alt tag to make your Magento website more SEO-friendly. 


2. Make the Most out of the Magento Template 
2.1. Headings 


Let’s start with the logo. In a default template, it is the <h1> tag, which should be used 
on the front page only! For other pages, use the <h3> tag or lower. Keep in mind that it is 
extremely important to use an <h1> tag for the title of content. 

Don’t use headers in side columns and make all text relevant to your shop. Replace 
all <h4> tags for keywordless titles in <div> with <strong> tags. 

Use an <h3> tag for product names and <h1> for a category name on category pages. 
In every product page, put the name of a product in an <h1> tag. 


2.2 Clean up Code 


Optimize your template file by moving JavaScript and CSS to external files. Keep your 
templates clean to get better SEO. 


2.3. Speed up Your Store 


If you don’t want to deal with a complicated tutorial, you can implement the following 
Magento SEO tips: 


1. Enable caching features in System > Cache Management. 
2. Optimize host and server configurations. 


Also, decrease the number of external files! This will help you improve Magento 
performance. You can even merge several external files into one. 


3. The Curse of Duplicate Content 


Your Magento store has a lot of duplicate content. Due to layered navigation and sorting 
options, every product can be available on up to four pages. You should get rid of copied 
content; search engines must spider it without indexing. 
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3.1. Noindex 


Install this extension" (or you can use an alternative solution) for the implementation of 
Noindex. 

Go to Settings to check if the indexing of all non-content pages is prevented. 

Set all options to Yes. Now, search engines can follow all the links from a set of pages 
but don’t show them while indexing. 


3.2 Nofollow 


Now it’s time to optimize your non-content pages (it can be painful). To prevent a 
negative impact from login and checkout pages, wish lists, RSS feeds, layered navigation, 
and other similar pages, go to your template files and manually add Nofollow to the 
appropriate links. 


3.3 XML Sitemap 


Use XML sitemap to provide search engines with information about your content. 
Furthermore, your store will be indexed faster. Go to Catalog > Google Sitemap > Add 
Sitemap to create a sitemap manually. Don’t forget to create a new XML sitemap every 
time you change your inventory. 


4. Dealing with Layered Navigation 


Layered navigation is one of the biggest optimization nightmares because it is the core 
reason for duplicate content. Therefore, I’ve decided to make a separate section related to 
this problem. 


4.1. Canonical Tag 


A canonical tag is the number-one remedy for layered navigation. It shows the URLs that 
are available for indexing purposes, so search engines index only appropriate content 
from your website. It is also necessary to mention the simplicity of the canonical tag 
implementation, so don’t be afraid to utilize this technique. 


4.2. Parameter Handling 


There is a Parameter Handling resource in the Google Webmaster Tool. You can utilize 

it to make your store even more SEO-friendly. The Parameter Handling resource tells 
Google how to interact with your Magento website pages. It’s a very powerful tool and you 
should combine it with the following technique.

4.3. Meta Rules 


Use Meta Rules to curb layered navigation. They were partly described along with 
Noindex and Nofollow. 


4.4. Ajax Navigation 


Ajax navigation is the most complex and effective solution. It relies on filters to avoid the 
duplicate content issue. Thus, you don’t have to optimize Ajax navigation for better SEO 
results. 


Integration with Google Services 


Magento Integration with Google Services is another key part of search engine 
optimization. Next, I explain how to connect your store with Analytics, WebMaster, and 
AdWords. 


Google Analytics Magento Integration 


Google Analytics is one of your major analytics tools. This freemium service provides 

the ability to track big data related to the traffic of your ecommerce website. You can 
easily review online campaigns and see what happens on your online store in real time. 
With the help of the following Magento extensions, you will be able to integrate Google 
Analytics with your ecommerce website and enhance default abilities of the platform. See 
our blog post Magento Integration with Google Analytics and other Services”. 

Google Analytics+ adds new features and advanced capabilities to the default 
module. The extension supports Universal Analytics and dynamic remarketing tags; helps 
improve conversions; tracks checkout process and AdWords conversions; and filters 
reports by different customers. Furthermore, you will be able to track data in a secondary 
profile and combine several sites in one account with this extension. The module is free. 

Download the Google Analytics+ Magento Extension. 

With the Google Universal Analytics by Aromicon module, you can also enhance 
your ecommerce store with Google Universal Analytics. The extension offers ecommerce 
tracking as well, so you don’t have to spend time on its manual implementation. In 
addition, you will get funnel tracking for checkout. Google Universal Analytics by 
Aromicon is compatible with Magento CE 1.4+ and Magento EE 1.10+. The module adds 
an appropriate script to the head or before the body end. You can download it free of 
charge.

Get a new Universal Google Analytics tracking code and place it on your Magento store. 
Here are the steps to do so: 


1. In the Google Analytics admin, find the Property column. 
Choose the property that you’re going to work with. 


Go to Tracking Info and select Tracking Code.

Copy and paste a new Universal GA tracking code into the 
source code of your website. 


Every page of your Magento website has the html/head.phtml file with a child theme 
in it. You should paste the new code there before the closing tag. Don’t forget to place it 
on all the pages in your website; otherwise, data will be tracked imprecisely. 

Use developer tools in a browser to check if the code was added in a proper way. 


Preparation in Magento Admin 


Now you should enable the Google API in your Magento store. In admin, navigate to 
Configure, find Sales, and go to Google API. You can enable Google Analytics API there. 


Adding Google Analytics Demographics to the Game 


Congratulations! You have implemented the standard Universal Google Analytics 
tracking code, but this is just the beginning. Unfortunately, you still don’t have the ability 
to see demographics data. Additional coding work is waiting for you next. Note that you 
will have to verify it under Audience-Demographics-Overview tab. I recommend that you 
check the following Google articles; each offers a detailed description of this process:

The following information will help you set up ecommerce tracking based on Google 
Analytics. First, you need to enable a reporting view with ecommerce data: 


1. Sign in to Google Analytics. 


2. Use the Account > Property > View drop-down menu to 
navigate to the desired view. 
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Find the View column and select Ecommerce Settings there. 
Enable an appropriate option by setting a toggle to ON. 
You can also turn on Enhanced Ecommerce. 


Submit all the aforementioned actions.

Go to Property Settings under Property column to find out 
your tracking id. 


8. Now it’s time to workin Magento Admin. Navigate to System

To properly use Google Tag Manager, check this setup guide. Note that you have to 
add basic page tracking.

Take into consideration that the feature is unnecessary 
if your ecommerce website and shopping cart software are on the same domain. 

Keep in mind that you will have to work with JavaScript in order to collect ecommerce 
data from your website. Therefore, check this Google Analytics documentation on 
Ecommerce Tracking and this one on Enhanced Ecommerce Tracking. 

To gather ecommerce data from Android and iOS apps, read this official 
documentation. I recommend that you check this post on an Internet-connected device, 
such as POS. 


Setting up Conversion Tracking 
In order to set up conversion tracking, take the following steps: 
1. Goto the Account and Property columns in the Analytics admin. 
Select your property. 
Navigate to Tracking Info-Tracking Code.

Add it to the Magento HTML head in 
Configuration-Web-HTML Head. 


However, you can also add the code manually, as follows: 


1. With the aid of an FTP client, go to the /checkout/success. 
phtml file. 


2. Usean editor to open the file. 
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3. Place the GA tracking code in the bottom of this file. 
4. Save and upload the file. 


Test that everything is OK with the URLs. You can do it under Real Time-Conversions. 
If a particular goal is not working, you should navigate to Admin-Goals and check that the 
URLs are correct. Take into account that destination should be set to the final success page. 


Google Webmasters Magento Integration 


With Google_Webmasters, you will get all the necessary data and a set of tools for making 
your Magento store Google-friendly. If you rely on traffic from this search engine (and I 
know that you do), the Google Webmasters integration is inevitable. Next, I will show you 
two ways of Google Sitemap Magento Implementation.

If your Magento website is connected to AdWords, you can easily get data 
about website purchases, app downloads, phone calls, newsletter sign-up, and other 
conversions. Invest in your ecommerce store wisely and optimize your campaigns 
according to business goals with the aid of AdWords. You can easily integrate your 
Magento store using the LUKA Google AdWords Conversion Tracking Magento extension. 

The LUKA Google AdWords Conversion Tracking Magento extension simplifies 
integration with AdWords. You just have to install the module to enable Google AdWords 
Conversion Tracking on your Magento website. Check the source code of LUKA Google

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Google Merchant Center Magento Integration 


Google Merchant Center is a service, designed to help you with store and product 
information integration into Google Shopping. In order to work with the Google 
Merchant Center, you have to use your Google account or create a new one. Every Google 
account can be associated with only one Google Merchant Center account, but you can 
add extra users to your Google Base. At this stage, there are also two other conditions. 
Initially, you have to configure your account and choose your location and then agree to 
the Terms of Service. 

Having set up your account and verified your website URL, you have to submit 
your product data. Before uploading any data files into Google Merchant Center, it is 
necessary to create and register your data feed—a file that includes attributes that define 
your products in a special way. The data feed is built like a classic RSS feed, but it also 
includes specific XML tags. Of course, you can perform all the actions manually, but there 
are numerous Magento extensions designed to simplify your interaction with Google 
Merchant Center; for example, Simple Google Shopping. 

This module is established for exporting a well-structured and valid data feed 
from your Magento store to a Google Merchant account. Simple Google Shopping is 
highly configurable, easy to use, and provides support for several stores, VAT rates, and 
currencies. Get Simple Google Shopping Magento Extension. 

The Google Shopping Feed extension is recommended by Google reps. Using this 
module you will be able to create a feed according to Google’s full specification. The 
main goal of the extension is to get as close as possible to a perfect data feed without 
maintaining it after the module’s installation. Download Google Shopping Feed Magento 
Extension. 

By using the Magento Product Feed Generator, you have the ability to create product 
feeds for Google, eBay, and GetPrice. The extension supports CSV, XML, TXT, and other 
formats. With its aid, you can also get product details right from your admin. Get Magento 
Product Feed Generator Extension. 

Using the Product Feed by Amasty Magento extension, you are able to generate a 
product feed in a short period of time (not more than few minutes). And it will take a day 
or two to put your products on high-traffic shopping platforms. Moreover, Product Feed 
by Amasty provides the opportunity to create an unlimited number of product feeds and 
separate them for all of your Magento store views. The extension works with Shopping. 
com, Google.com, Getprice.com, Myshopping.com, Shopmania.com, Nextag.com, and 
Amazon.com. Purchase Product Feed by Amasty. 

The Product Feed Creator/Shopping Feeds module is a feed generator that allows 
you to create custom data feeds and then submit them to various product search engines.

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Product Tags as a Powerful Cross Linking Tool 


With the constant growth of information on the Internet, it’s becoming harder to sort it 
out by the various features. So, for example, if you find a picture of a nice pair of shoes 
and you decide to look for more like it, it will take you a lot of time, because you have no 
specific attributes for a search except for the shoes’ shape and color. Today, the problem 
seems to be solved thanks to a widespread use of so-called tags that play the role of 
peculiar labels that can be attributed to any online content. The main advantage of tags 
lies in their ability to specify the category of the content so that you can easily understand 
its origin, characteristics, and the reason for publishing. 

Although tags are mostly used in social networks and bookmarking sites, they can be 
of particular interest to the ecommerce industry as well. For instance, if you use content 
tagging for your product marketing strategy, you can significantly increase your chances 
to attract a target audience to your website. There are a lot of possibilities with efficient 
product tagging that Magento retailers can adjust for their everyday needs, so I suggest 
getting acquainted with the main tagging principles and their application for every 
Magento store. 

Public tagging allows users to apply various keywords to describe the content they see 
online. This type of tagging is widely used on bookmarking websites such as 9rules.com 
or Digg.com. For a website owner, having public tagging available means automatically 
getting your items indexed, which is important in terms of better search results rankings. 
Moreover, public tagging often suggests submitting links to particular content with a 
subsequent possibility of creating tags related to those links. After it’s done, it becomes 
possible for other users to find this content through entering tags in a search field. 

In ecommerce retail, keyword research should be made first. Basically, a retailer 
has to understand which keywords are popular among the audience by checking their 
relevance in Google search requests. Furthermore, tags can become especially handy 
when dealing with a wide range of products. Although you can make traditional product 
categorization with the ability to search items by certain keywords, tagging allows you to 
set two or three keywords for each item that you have, so that if users click one of the tags, 
they are able to see the list of other items associated with the same keyword at once. 

To make publisher tagging even more effective, you can also engage with book- 
marking websites. For this you should only be able to offer something useful to your 
customers. This could be thematic articles or any other business-related content, 
including infographics, event announcements, and photographs. You should note, 
however, that submitting clearly commercial content to bookmarking websites won’t be 
appreciated by their owners and audience. 

Thus, public and publisher tagging can be equally useful for satisfying your SEO 
needs, although the former should require proper quality control, and the latter, more 
thorough preliminary analysis of the relevant keywords. 

The process of submitting links to content and connecting them with related tags is 
actively used in public and publisher tagging and can be actualized in various forms. In 
general, it can be called cross linking or internal link building. One of the most often used 
types of cross linking is a tag cloud, which is visually represented by a cluster of tagged 
keywords placed in a specific area of a website. Each tag in a cloud is in fact a separate 
link that directs the user to an internal search results list containing all the posts or items 
of the website where a tagged word or phrase is mentioned. Not only does this simplify 
the users’ site navigation process, but it also is a good SEO approach in general. 
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You can find a full article about tags here: http: //goo.g1/yyLQ20. To summarize the 
material, I’d like to show you two useful extensions associated with product tagging. 

With the help of the SEO Product Tag URLs extension, you can make your product 
tag links more efficient for a search engine to interpret them. For instance, if your internal 
links lack any keywords and instead consists of strange sequences of letters and numbers, 
their search engine readability will be quite low. SEO Product Tag URLs solves this 
problem by converting all of your links into nicely tagged URLs that make it much easier 
for a searcher to get to your product pages. Download SEO Product Tag URLs. 

Admin Product Tagging gives you the opportunity to add as many tags as you want 
to your product pages from the very beginning of creating those pages. Unlike default 
Magento managing tools, which only make it possible to add tags after a product page has 
been created, this extension allows you to add tags every time you decide to edit a page. 
The main advantage of the extension is that you don’t have to approve each new tag from 
the Admin panel individually. Rather, every newly created tag is automatically saved as 
approved. This, however, does not extend to user tagging, which means that all the public 
tags still have to be approved separately. But if you get tired of doing it all the time, there 
is an additional function in Admin Product Tagging with which you can simply disable 
tagging product pages by customers. Download Admin Product Tagging.

Now, your ecommerce store is almost ready for the first public launch, so it’s time for 
final preparations. Since your Magento website is installed and optimized for work, has 
high performance, incredible security, and good SEO, it’s time to learn more about the 
pre-launch checklist. 
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Pre-Launch Checklist 


This is the final part of the chapter, which is based on the Complete Magento Pre-Launch 
Guide®’. We all know that bringing any website live is a very stressful and responsible 
task, especially if it is a Magento ecommerce store. Your website should go live as soon as 
possible. At the same time, there are a lot of vital steps that you can easily forget about. 

If you don’t want to miss anything, read over the following list of pre-launch actions. 


e Change the base URL. The core_config_data database table 
stores URLs that should be updated when you move your 
Magento website live; otherwise, they refer back to a staging site. 
You can access these URLs through admin interface here: System 
>» Configuration > Web. In this situation, it is essential not to 
miss a trailing forward slash. 


e Improve SEO with new HTML head settings. The HTML head 
contains original settings. In order to improve your SEO, you 
should change them. Use your own title, set keywords, and 
metadescriptions. You can do this here: System > Configuration 
» General > Design > HTML Head. 


e Provide your visitors with relevant contact information. 
An ecommerce website without email addresses and store 
information looks suspicious. By missing this little step, you can 
frighten your future customers, so don’t make this mistake. Go to 
System > Configuration > General and System > Configuration 
» Store Email Addresses. You can add all the necessary 
information there. 


e Create a favicon. Don’t start your ecommerce store without 
having created a favicon. It will still work if you forget about this 
step, but that does not mean that you should overlook having a 
favicon. 


e Take care of placeholder images. If a product doesn’t have an 
image, a placeholder image is used instead. You should create a 
set of such images for your store. You can upload them in System 
> Configuration > Catalog > Product Image Placeholders. 
Alternatively, you can place them in catalog/products/ 
placeholder/image.jpg (small_image.jpg and thumbnail.jpg). 


e Improve your security with a custom admin URL. The default 
Magento path to admin is insecure because everyone knows it. 
Luckily, you can always change it. Just go to the local.xml file and 
replace the admin frontname in the admin router with a custom 
one. Don’t forget to delete cache before visiting a new URL.

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Provide your buyers with nice invoices. All the information on 
your Magento website should look good. The invoices should also 
look good. Thus, take care of the logo. You should upload it to an 
appropriate folder. 


Offer transactional emails with the correct logo. It’s not a 
surprise that transactional and default emails use different logos. 
Therefore, you should save the correct image (logo_email.gif) in 
the theme directory. Note that there are Magento themes that are 
based on hard-coded values and require manual changes. 


Customize your 404 page. What do you feel when you see a 

404 page? You are a little bit disappointed, right? So are your 
customers. Don’t make them more disappointed with the default 
Magento block—customize your 404 page. Go to CMS > Pages 
and make it better. 


Customize the error page. Prevent your customers from seeing 
a default Magento error page. Adapt this page to the current 
Magento template by modifying files from the error directory. 
Additionally, you can disable stack trace printing. Open the 
errors/local.xml file and replace the print action with email. Set 
an email address. 


Don’t forget about test data. You’ve probably created a lot of 

test data while testing your Magento store. Before going live, you 
should remove it. Products, orders, and customers created during 
development should be deleted. 


Check tax settings. Go to System > Configuration > Sales > Tax 
to check your current tax settings. You can also use appropriate 
Magento extensions to optimize these settings for certain markets. 
Go to Magento Connect or check this blog post to find suitable 
tools. 


Set the shipping origin. Parallel to tax settings, you should set a 
shipping origin. Various countries require a different approach in 
providing the appropriate tax rates. 


Import the right product inventory. Make sure that the 
necessary configurations are set up. Note that you may have to 
perform an additional import of stock levels. 


Check shipping methods. Make sure that fixed products, cart 
fees, or other related features are configured. In a cart weight 
route, make sure that the weight is attached to all products. 


Improve performance with this simple step. Flush JavaScript 
to a single file in order to reduce load time. Go to System > 
Configuration > Developer > JavaScript Settings and perform 
all the required actions there. Keep in mind that inline JavaScript 
requires its own file to avoid page load slowdown. 


SETUP 
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Don’t ignore CSS minification. You can always use a CSS 
compressor to minify CSS data. Create a minified version in 
addition to a readable one. 


Consider this additional advice on CSS. You can also combine 
your CSS files into a single one—just like in a JavaScript case. 
Take into consideration that this feature doesn’t work well with 
all Magento websites. I recommend that you check it on a staging 
server before going live, since it can have some unwanted side 
effects. Go to System > Configuration > Developer > CSS 
Settings to flush CSS into a single file. Or you can use the Fooman 
Speedster Magento extension. It functions with both CSS and 
JavaScript files. 


Use the maintenance.flag. Go to the root of your Magento 
installation and find the maintenance.flag file. It displays a 
holding page during your going online. Move the maintenance. 
flag file first, queueing the rest of Magento to transfer. 


Inevitable index management. Please note that after performing 
any catalog changes, you should also re-index. 


Utilize the power of system compilation. Reduce the load time 
of your ecommerce store by compiling the system. This will lead 
to a 50% performance increase in loading a page. You can find the 
necessary settings here at System > Tools > Compilation. 


Enable caching. Caching is usually disabled during the 
development stage. Thus, you should enable and refresh it before 
going live; otherwise, you will decrease the performance of your 
website. 


Integrate your store with Google Analytics. Magento supports 
integration with Google Analytics. You just have to set up your 
account and put its number in System > Configuration > Sales 
> Google API > Google Analytics. 


... and with Google Base 


Google Base integration is also supported by Magento. Check this article by Inchoo to 
find out more about this process. 
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Improve your SEO with Google Sitemap. Go to “Catalog-Google 
Sitemap” and select “Create Sitemap.’ With the help of Webmaster 
Tools, point Google toward your sitemap. 


Test how newsletter subscriptions work. Do not test this feature 
on real customers. It’s better to check how it works before going 
live. Test the opportunity to sign up and unsubscribe. Check 
whether newsletters can be sent out. 
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Make sure that your payment gateways work. It is extremely 
important to check that a payment gateway is ready to go live with 
your store; otherwise, you can lose the first customers. Enable 

SSL Certificate because many payment gateways will not function 
without this security feature. 


Go live with all Magento extensions. Some modules from 
Magento Connect will not work without a license key. In order 
to go live with them, you should check if every key is still valid. 
Obtain new keys if necessary. 


Take care of unnecessary modules. Your ecommerce store 
probably doesn’t need all default Magento features. Therefore, 
you can easily disable them. Go to System > Configuration > 
Advanced and turn off everything that you don’t need. 


Enable product import/export with right PHP configurations. 
Keep in mind that the memory_limit and max_execution_time 
files should have only reasonable values. Restrictive values are 
often a reason of a product import/export fail. 


Don’t forget to turn on crons. Some Magento components 
require regular updates, which run due to periodical scripts. You 
can find the needed configurations in System > Configuration > 
Advanced » System. To modify the cron.php file, go to the root 
of your Magento installation. Check this page for a more detailed 
description of the process. 


Clean logs. A database that contains logs becomes bloated. 
Thus, you have to clean it from time to time. You can even set a 
daily cleaning. The appropriate option is situated in System > 
Configuration > Advanced > System > Log cleaning. 


Regularly backup your store. You can use the Automatic 
Database Backup Magento extension. This module will do 
everything for you. Just go to Magento Connect, install it, and get 
your backups. 


Final Words About Performance 


Before going live, test the performance of your site. As mentioned, a fast ecommerce store 
not only makes customers loyal, but also provides a positive impact on SEO. There are 
dozens of tools and extensions designed for checking the performance of your Magento 
website. You can use GTMetrix, YSlow, or any other convenient solution to find bottlenecks 
and fix them. Remember, your visitors always compare your store to other websites; that’s 
why they will move to a competitor if you provide them with a low performance.

a lot of tools and materials that can help you with a Magento store audit. The following 
guide offers a store audit checklist, resources, and techniques necessary for running the 
procedure. Being useful for all kinds of Magento specialists and store owners, it teaches 
how to estimate efforts, collect information about your Magento website, and keep the 
installation clean and healthy. 

When it comes to auditing a Magento website, the first difference from a 
brick-and-mortar store audit is the necessity to measure a site speed.

The next important difference is security. Although you can examine the safety of a 
brick-and-mortar store, this parameter is not as important as in ecommerce. In Magento, 
a store audit requires finding and fixing various security vulnerabilities. Chances are your 
website lacks some crucial patches or has other holes. You can find all of these security 
problems with the aid of MageReport, a free service that gives you a quick insight into the 
security status of your Magento store. Besides showing all current security problems, the 
service teaches you how to fix possible vulnerabilities. 

Although the idea behind Mage Scan is to evaluate the security and quality of a 
Magento website, you don’t have access to further work with a potential developer or a 
new client, you can easily utilize Mage Scan® in a Magento website audit. 

Toolbox for Magento Shop Audit is another vital software solution. With the 
generate-reports.sh script, you can get various reports on a Magento installation. All of 
these reports are a vital foundation in a Magento website audit. 

Toolbox for Magento Shop Audit requires copying files from its repository” right into 
your Magento installation. Then, you can easily run the script and get all the necessary 
data.

The newcomers on the field of ecommerce often tend to have problems with gaining 
enough traffic to their websites. It is quite difficult to attract customers if nobody 

even knows about your existence. Since making a profit online requires a lot of time, 
investments, planning, and management, you have to be patient and consistent to get 
your website out of the Google search abyss and increase your website traffic. In this 
chapter, lll shed light on the most effective ways of sales generation in the context ofa 
successful marketing campaign. 





Evaluate Your Marketing Campaign 


With the ecommerce industry exceeding $294 billion of profit in 2014, it is not surprising 
that digital commerce is worth being called a competitive market. This, however, must 
call for more actions, because retailers, who think that their marketing strategy can 
bring money steadily for years, are going to lose everything just within several months. 
Ecommerce marketing nowadays is a tough job requiring a lot of effort. 

The most effective way of maintaining your business on the highest level is a 
constant control over the success of your current strategies, and if they fail in fulfilling 
a plan—the invention of better ones. Therefore, get ready for an intensive study of 
planning, implementing, and evaluating your marketing campaigns. 
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Understand Your Goals 


If you're not really sure what you want to reach with your marketing campaign, you will 
not succeed in it anyway. Even if you spend a great amount of money on numerous ads, 
believing that this is a successful campaign, you’re wrong. Thus, it’s important to make a 
clear plan of what you want to achieve by your strategy—for instance: 


e Reach 1,000 orders per month 
° Obtain 500 new customers 


e Increase growth in revenues by 30% 


Identify Metrics for Measuring Your Campaign 


At the end of the first period, you can start measuring the results of a current strategy. 
For each aim established at the beginning, you will have to utilize appropriate metrics to 
calculate their value. For instance, if your aim was to gain more sales to your website, the 
following rates must be considered: 


e Average number of product page views 


e Percentage ratio of users that purchased your products to all users 
that viewed your website during a certain period 


e Sum of total revenue 


Implement Comfortable Metrics Tracking 


Active ads allows you to easily monitor the number of visitors coming to your website and 
mostly all the activities performed by these visitors through the toolkit of your particular 
ad campaign. Thus, you’re open to control all stages of a potential purchase from the 
very first view of a page to a complete product purchase. In fact, by using your ad stats, 
you will get the exact rates for performing final calculations. For example, to calculate an 
overall conversion rate of a particular product, you may simply divide the number of its 
purchases by the number of product page views for a given period. 


Be Original with All Media Representation on Your Site 


For each ad campaign, you should use different visual solutions to perfectly suit the social 
environment that you want to integrate your website with. For instance, if you create an 
ad on Facebook, make sure to use an unusual color scheme or imagery that is likely to 
attract the major audience of the network to your website. Sometimes you will even have 
to be minimalistic if you don’t want to spoil your customers’ impressions. 
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Use UTM Links to Direct Users to the Most Suitable Page 


If you create ads on several websites or platforms, it would be nice if you could see which 
of them brings the greatest amount of customers. Thus, you can utilize UTM links, which 
are basically specific parameters assigned to the main link. They can help you with 
tracking the number of clicks performed on every ad, as well as analyzing their efficiency 
in your primary campaign. 

There are numerous tools for creating UTM links, such as Google URL Builder 
and Terminus, but while the former is considered to be relatively easy to use, the latter 
contains a set of more advanced settings for experienced retailers. 

The following are the main UTM parameters for adjusting to an ad link: 


e Source (website at which your ad is located, e.g., Facebook) 

e Medium (variation of your banner, e.g., banner variation 1) 

e Campaign (name of your ad campaign, e.g., autumn collection) 
The result should look like what’s shown on the following web page: 


http: //yoursite.com/blog-post-fall-collection/?utm_source=facebook&utm_ 
medium=bannerverisio campaign=autumncollection 


Add such link to all of your ads and publish it only if you’re sure that it works properly. 


Run Some Tests Before Publishing Your Ads 


It is important to test how UTM links work and whether they direct users to the right place. 
Try to produce all the actions of a potential customer, starting with clicking ads, browsing 
various product pages, and ending with checkout. Then, go to your tracking page and see 
whether the metrics change their values. If everything is fine, proceed to the next step. 


See the Results 


In order to provide yourself with a convenient way of tracking your metrics, you can use 
several handy tools that will help you understand whether your goals are achievable. The 
following are the best solutions: 


e KISSmetrics: A flexible medium for effective tracking of major 
campaign rates. 


e Google Analytics: Good at dealing with UTM links. 


e Converto: A more advanced tool that offers the ability to analyze 
the efficiency of all of your ads and redirect your resources to 
more profitable channels. 


Keep in mind that even if your campaign fails, with these analytical add-ons at hand, 
you should identify which rates appear to be insufficient and calculate current losses. 
Using official ad tools on your advertising channels is also possible, but it often happens 
that rate values are different from what you might expect. 
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Make a Conclusion and Prepare for Further Campaigns 


However, getting results is not your final destination. In addition to evaluating your 
campaign achievements, you should analyze each of your advertising channels to 
define which of them gained the biggest audience. For instance, you may discover that 
Facebook gave you 500 page views, among which 50 were purchases. Thus, I can suggest 
that Facebook is likely to be effective for attracting customers, but certain modifications 
to your ad campaign on this platform are required. If your Twitter ad campaign brought 
you just 200 page views, but 150 of those ones still ended up completing an order, this ad 
source is worth investing in. Those ad sources that brought you nothing but a few page 
views for the whole period should be discarded. 

Finally, learn all of your achievements and failures from the current marketing 
strategy, so that the next time you can apply this knowledge to getting your business to 
the top positions in the ecommerce market. 


The Main Traffic Sources 


As a retailer, you might be curious about what traffic sources can bring you the desired 
number of customers. In fact, everything depends on the size of your business. For 
instance, it is not profitable for a small store to rely on direct traffic, so you have to look for 
other alternatives to achieve your marketing goals. Let’s look at some traffic sources and 
define their pros and cons. 


Direct Traffic 


Direct traffic is a flow of users who come to your website by typing in the direct URL 
address in their browsers. To make this source valuable for you, it is important to become 
a popular brand offline and provide people with the ability to engage with you and 

your products by actually going to your brick-and-mortar stores. In this case, all the 
investments must be made for a high-quality PR scheme and the opening of an offline 
store chain. The principle disadvantage of this source is that it can only bring 10% to 15% 
of visitors. Besides, if you’re generally doing well with your offline business, you can look 
for more advanced ways of driving extra traffic to your online store. 


Email Marketing 


This traffic source is considered to be one of the cheapest ones. Furthermore, it can 

be used for all possible kinds of business. The main priority of email marketing is the 
ability to keep in touch with the existing customers and encourage them to make more 
purchases from your online store. This traffic source requires the following three factors. 


Sufficient Database Volume 


This means that you should have an adequate number of users to whom you will send 
your emails to. You can either buy data or build it yourself. Buying data can be fast 
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and easy, but it does not guarantee that users will react—after all, they don’t know 

you, so you're likely to be marked as spam. Building your own email list may seem 
more reasonable, but it usually takes a good deal of time to attract enough customers, 
especially if you’ve just started your business. However, you can use organic ways to 
encourage visitors to share their email addresses with you. This includes creating visual 
incentives, for instance, that offer bargains on your items to subscribed users. 


Frequent eMail Delivery 


Any type of email marketing campaign suggests that you should provide a regular email 
delivery to your contact list users. However, this regularity should not exceed three 

letters a month, because frequent emailing will cause people, as well as email services, to 
consider you as a spammer. When a smart email service, such as Gmail, identifies you as a 
spammer, your emails are automatically sent to a spam folder, which prevents a recipient 
from even noticing it. Thus, you should be consistent but unobtrusive while gaining traffic. 


Appropriate Quality of eMail Content 


When it comes to building up content for your emails, use information that can only 

be found on your website. Goods and prices that don’t exist on your Magento store will 
disappoint potential customers. Don’t make your emails too long—write only about the 
most relevant things that will make people interested in what you are doing. It’s often 
useful to combine textual content with catchy images to make it more user-friendly. For 
instance, you can write four or five sentences to describe your content and then support 
them with a relevant picture representing your offer. Apart from the things mentioned, I 
recommend adding corresponding links to your website. 

Thus, you should manage email marketing during the first days of your website 
existence. Providing yourself with an opportunity to bring your customers back at any 
particular time can double your conversions and create friendly relationships between 
you and your customers. Although email marketing accounts for 10% to 30% of visitors, it 
won t work for acquiring new customers, because you are unlikely to interest people who 
have never purchased your products. 

Apart from independent research and testing opportunities of your email marketing 
campaigns, you can also utilize the services of specialized email marketing providers. They 
can consult you (often for free) and give useful advice on how to get along with this source of 
traffic. The price for paid services varies, depending on whether you want to save your time 
and make the whole process run automatically or manage everything yourself. MailChimp is 
a service that combines a set of valuable ecommerce features at a reasonable price. 


MailChimp 


For a minimum of $10 per month, you can get high-end email content that will be 
appealing to your customers. Moreover, you can also take advantage of regular analytics 
reports that inform you about the current progress of your email campaign. With 
MailChimp’s functionality, you will be able to easily improve your marketing performance 
by utilizing a set of its useful features, such as those described next. 
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Email Designer 


Email Designer is an all-in-one editor that is based on drag-and-drop principle. It can 
be managed from a PC or a laptop, as well as from a tablet or a smartphone. Its built-in 
toolkit allows to do the following: 


e Edit and resize images. 

e Effectively interact with your team no matter where you are. 
e Conducta testing campaign before actually launching it. 

e Store and retrieve your files in a specialized file manager. 

e Automatically verify every link you submit to emails. 

e Email templates. 


MailChimp offers a smart collection of predesigned templates that you can use if you 
lack enough time or experience to create a good-looking design. So the only thing you 
have to do is submit the content and check how it looks with each particular template. 

If you intend to code your own email template, there is the Email Template Reference 
option that has a lot of useful information and recommendations on how to make a nice 
working template for a successful email marketing scheme. 


Smart Reports 


When your campaign is finally on the go, you can instantly start monitoring its 
performance through MailChimp’s smart reports, which provide you with detailed data, 
such as the number of newly subscribed users, URL visits, and impressions. 


Integration with eCommerce Platforms 


If you want to reach various categories of customers with equal efficiency, you need to 
import all user data to your MailChimp account. Take into consideration that the service 
supports integration with Google Analytics, Magento, and Shopify. 

There are three plans available for acquisition on MailChimp: Entrepreneur, Growing 
Business, and High Volume Sender. 

The Entrepreneur package is free of charge and has no expiration date. You can 
send a fixed number of 12,000 emails to 2,000 users each month. Also, you can sort your 
customer list to manage email delivery to target groups of customers. The plan supports 
ecommerce integration and the access to the pack of ready-to-use email templates. The 
downside of this plan is in the lack of support for analytical tools for monitoring website 
traffic. The Entrepreneur package is intended for small businesses that don’t have a 
large audience; this guarantees that every user will receive at least one email per month. 
If you acquire more than 2,000 users, you will need to subscribe for a paid plan, which 
widens the functionality of your account and allows you to send an unlimited number of 
messages. It will cost you only $10 per month. 
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The Growing Business plan supports unlimited monthly email delivery to 600,000 
subscribers. You can use MailChimp’ for calculating an actual amount of money required 
for a given number of users per month. For instance, a plan for up to 5,000 users will cost 
you $50, while a plan for 10,000 costs $75. The same pricing works for the High Volume 
Sender package as well. The plan supports customer list segmentation and integration 
with ecommerce platforms. Additionally, you get an opportunity to manage your 
teamwork by using Email Designer and you have a regularly available consulting team of 
experts to help you adapt the MailChimp system within your ecommerce store. 

The High Volume Seller package suits large corporations with wide audiences 
(600,000 customers). It offers the ability to send billions of emails per month. You can 
automatically adjust your delivery due to provider responses and protect data with a 
two-factor authentication process, SOC II, and PCI DSS certifications and security alerts. 
There is also access to a full API, provided with detailed documentation and user guides. 
In addition, the package features multi-user accounts for agencies to manage their 
cooperative engagement and interaction with clients. 


Organic Search Engine Results 


These are results displayed to a user after he enters a search request. The first results 
usually contain the most relevant information, which is more likely to meet search 
requirements. That’s why organic search results almost never include advertising links 
in the top results. Even Google tries to divide relevant result links from ads, putting 
the former in the first place and moving the latter down to the lower positions. This 
means that placing your website among the first positions requires high popularity 
among people, or original and rare products and services that won't create excessive 
competitiveness on the Internet. In addition to the things mentioned, you need an 
effective SEO strategy. 

In general, organic search results bring from 10% to 30% of visitors on a regular basis. 


Paid Search Results 


Paid search results, if used properly, can provide you with up to 50% of visitors, which 

is the highest rate among all traffic drivers. This source of customers usually requires a 
sufficient number of resources to be spent, since advertising tends to become more and 
more complicated in attracting people’s attention. In a perfect scenario, you should be 
able to invest in both offline and online stores to gain maximum profit from the paid 
search. Online marketing campaigns usually include the following methods: SEO, 
pay-per-click ads, and affiliate marketing.

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search Engine Optimization 


This technique is considered to be the most popular for increasing website traffic because 
it cannot attain crazy numbers of visits. Please note that it usually takes months until SEO 
strategy shows its results, so you will need consistency and patience to gain the desired 
traffic flow to your website. 

Although the main SEO optimizations are described in the first chapter of this book, 
I'd like to draw your attention to this complicated process once again. The main issue 
related to search engine optimization is content, which means that you have to work on 
the effectiveness of your texts and product listings. The whole procedure includes the 
following: 


e Check and improve your product categories. Make sure that 
every product contains a sufficient amount of keywords (words 
and word-phrases that users are likely to type in when they search 
for these products on Google or any other search engine). Then, 
include these keywords in the most noticeable places of your 
website: headers, item descriptions, image names, internal links, 
and the body text itself. 


e Make your text authentic. Work with professional writers that 
will make your descriptions, articles, and other text pieces 
readable and informative for potential customers. Your main aim 
is to put the most relevant information in the proper order. 


e Utilize landing pages. Primarily, a landing page is a single 
website page that contains relevant and crucial data for a viewer. 
For instance, you can create a customer-specific link that will 
direct a person from a search results page or an ad toward a 
certain product page containing a description, characteristics, 
and price. This is likely to motivate a user to make a purchase. 


e Ask bloggers and other retailers to mention your store on 
their websites. This part is the most difficult one, because 
further success of your marketing campaign becomes in some 
sense dependent on whether your website URL appears on other 
blogs or pages. It makes sense to be friendly in order to become 
successful. 


e Submit your website to various directories. Google, Bing, and 
Business.com must be your primary candidates. 


Pay-Per-Click Advertising 


The pay-per-click ads are really good at increasing your website traffic faster than any 
other alternative solution. This technology allows you to buy visitors on the websites 
where you place your ads. Once users click your ad, they are instantly redirected to your 
website. As an advertiser, you have to pay website owners for every single click. 
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The most popular pay-per-click management service is Google AdWords, which can 
bring you about 70% of paid search visitors. But before using it, you should learn all the 
opportunities related to this pay-per-click solution. Note that the service is full of other 
retailers—many of who occupy the top positions in search results. 


Analyze the number of retailers that sell the same goods as you. 
Make the most powerful set of keywords for your product ads. 
Work on the appearance of your ads (design, colors, images, etc.) 


Adjust retargeting ads for your website. Retargeting ads are 
basically the same old ads but their aim is to track your website 
visitors’ after they have left a website page. For instance, when a 
person goes to your website, nothing happens, but as soon as he 
or she proceeds to other websites, your ad will be displayed on 
each of these sites. 


Note that cost-per-click, or CPC, options are always better than 
cost-per-mille, or CPM, options. Don’t pay for viewers—pay for 
their actions, especially if your goal is to capture leads. 


Your ads should have URLs with a unique tracking token. Thus, 
you will be able to test them and evaluate their effectiveness. 
Without this information, you will never optimize your ROI. 


The writing style of your landing page and an advertisement on 
social media should correspond to one another. At least, try to use 
the same language; otherwise, you'll confuse your customers. 


Provide high-quality content: avoid typos (if they are not a part of 
your creative campaign), make sure that every image has a proper 
size and check that every URL goes to the right landing pages. 


Use A/B testing and try out different types of ads. This will help 
you choose better options and get the most out of your PPC 
campaign. 


It is also worth mentioning that pay-per-click management works in social network 
environments, including Twitter, YouTube, and Facebook. Even more surprising is that 
you can use pay-per-click ads on mobile devices. 


Affiliate Marketing 


Affiliate marketing includes interaction with third-party websites that will definitely 
come in handy when it comes to driving traffic to your store. Basically, these sites use the 
same methods about selling your products “on their territory,’ but it will require extra 
expenditures (about 10%) from every sale they make. The most reliable affiliate websites 
are Affiliate Window, Linkshare, and Webgain. 

Unfortunately, dealing with affiliates involves additional investments into the 
development of specific data feeds obtained from your product database. These data 
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feeds will be integrated into the affiliate’s own database to enable ordering of your 
products on their website. Moreover, additional banners and newsletters that will be 
distinguishable from those you use on other advertising platforms are required. Keep in 
mind that you can track user activity on affiliate websites by using the Google Analytics 
platform. 


The Best Magento Affiliate Modules 


There is a set of Magento extensions aimed at simplifying the process of finding and 
cooperating with affiliates. Each affiliate module serves different purposes, so be sure to 
pick up the one that you really need. The full list is here: The Best Referral And Affiliate 
Marketing Magento Extensions’. 

Affiliate by Magestore is an extension that offers standard and platinum editions. 
Standard edition incorporates six various methods of friend referrals, four ways for your 
affiliate owners to pay their commissions, and the ability to fix commission amounts 
in currency or percentage rates. Platinum edition allows you to create multiple affiliate 
programs with different rates, provides a coupon scheme for affiliate websites, and gives 
regular reports based on results of a current program. The price for Standard Edition is 
$99, while Platinum Edition costs $229. 

Affiliate by aheadWorks specializes in automatic advertising campaigns that turn 
customers into promoters. The price charged by your affiliates depends on your current 
conversion rates. And, you shouldn’t forget that you have the right to pay only after you 
make sure that a purchase performed through their websites occurred according to 
previously defined rules. This pay-per-sale system seems to be quite reliable, especially if 
you cannot be sure about the loyalty of your companions. You can download this module 
for only $99. 

The Auguria Sponsorship module is based on a sponsorship earning system 
that allows gaining special points that can be further sold or exchanged among your 
customers. The acquisition of points is possible through making purchases or after 
inviting a friend to your website. All the features of the module are easily adjustable, and 
you can get it for free. 

Refer a Friend module by aheadWorks is also aimed at stimulating your customers 
to invite their friends to your Magento store. As a reward, they get discounts on further 
purchases, while you get additional traffic and better conversion rates. Unlike the 
previous module, this will cost you $99. 

Reward Points by Magestore is a high-end reward-gaining alternative that allows 
your customers to earn in-store currency, not only for inviting friends, but for writing 
comments, using product hashtags, or subscribing to your social media blog. You can 
build your own loyalty program to effectively encourage customers to earn and spend 
their points. Although the extension’s price reaches $99, you are guaranteed to get free 
lifetime updates and support.

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Reward Points by mirasvit®. This modulA‘A’ gives points for mentioning your store 
in social media networks, such as Facebook, Twitter, Pinterest, and so forth. Another 
interesting feature concerns those customers that haven’t visited the website for a long 
period of time. Thus, the extension can automatically award them with free points; then 
you can send emails with an offer to spend these points on purchasing your products. You 
can also limit the possible amount of points that a customer may spend for purchasing a 
product. The module can be acquired for $149 on the developer’s official website. 

Sweet Tooth Loyalty and Reward Points. With the help of this extension, you can 
develop a profound loyalty program that can turn your visitors into customers, who in 
turn, will bring you more clients. This extension differs from others since it requires a 
monthly subscription of $59 per month.

The extension contains a set of useful options intended for 
various purposes, and you can choose which of them to include in your personal pack. 
Each option costs $50. You can even purchase an expert module installation ($49.99). 
The extension offers diverse commission payment methods, including percentage rates 
and clean amounts, fixed ones, and tiered ones. It is also possible to let affiliates withdraw 
commissions independently or use their in-store credits for paid orders on your website. 

J2T Reward Points + Referral program. For only $49.99, you can make in-store point 
reward calculation faster. The J2T Reward Points + Referral program module also allows 
appointing a specific amount of points for each product; therefore, a customer could not 
purchase a product solely by using obtained points. Moreover, you can adjust discounts 
to be available for products including or excluding tax and shipping fees. 

ReferralCandy extension provides you with an opportunity to make discounts for 
each new customer on your website without any additional costs to your budget. You 
can utilize multi-use coupons, charity donations, free items, personalized messages and 
notifications, and much more with this module. In addition, your customers may become 
referrals of your website since the extension offers them personal referral links. The 
cheapest package costs $25 per month, but if your store requires additional attention and 
maintenance, there are Medium, Large, and Enterprise packages for a monthly fee of $65, 
$195, and $885, respectively. 

Referral Bonus and Reward System is aimed at converting your loyal customers 
into dynamic traffic driving sources. You just need to give them points necessary for 
purchasing your goods. As effective referrals, your customers can invite their friends to 
your Magento store through various sources: social media, email, and even direct link 
sharing. The full-featured module is available for $99. 

The Ambassador Magento extension focuses on the fast and easy building of high- 
end referral campaigns involving customers, team-members, and even cooperative 
companies. With the help of this module, you can track and analyze your current affiliate 
program metrics, make instant changes, and improve your performance in real time. 

A customizable reward system allows you to motivate your customers by introducing 
the most appropriate types of incentives. The extension has three diverse plans: Starter, 
Professional, and Enterprise, where the Starter plan costs about $200 per month and the 
Professional one is $800. 


Other Useful Traffic-Driving Techniques... 
...to Use on Your Website 
Simplified Checkout 


Approximately 50% of all abandoned check-out processes are caused by complex and 
unfriendly shopping experiences. The lengthier and more complex this process is, the 
less inclined customers are to make a purchase. To increase sales, try to simplify the 
checkout experience: 


e Choose the most user-friendly template for your shopping cart options. 
e Simplify a sign-in process for returning customers. 


e Reduce overall checkout time by uniting closely related data in 
one checkout step. 
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Full Shipping Information 


This concerns mostly information about shipping costs. When a customer literally bumps 
into a shipping price at the final step of his or her order completion, it often spoils a 
previously settled positive mood. The same happens when a shipping price is not exact, 
with a myriad of additional conditions and restrictions suggesting that the final sum is a 
subject to vary significantly. Therefore, complex shipping costs and conditions increase 
the number of failed checkout processes. 

The most reliable solution in this case is to put shipping information at the first steps 
of your checkout procedure and make the price as low as possible to avoid discouraging 
positive expectations of customers. 


Mobile-Friendly Environment 


There is almost nobody who doesn’t have access to a mobile device these days, and there 
is ahuge number of people that spend much more time surfing the Internet from their 
smartphones and tablets than laptops or computers. This must call you for adapting the 
universal trend and optimizing your website for smartphones and tablets. Providing your 
customers with an intuitive mobile shopping experience will greatly increase your traffic 
and sales. 


Giveaways 


Everybody likes getting things for free, and you can use this tendency to attract attention 
of potential customers. It can be anything ranging from supporting mobile apps and 
extensions to handy accessories and packaging services. 


Feedback Opportunities 


About 80% of all customers tend to make their purchasing decisions based on 

reviews they read on retail websites. The most important thing is that reviews and 
recommendations can be used by consumers in order to provide additional information 
about your products to their colleagues and friends, making them even more valuable for 
retailers. Moreover, having reviews available makes your website generally more reliable 
in comparison with those that don’t have this option. But in order to make it more 
effective, don’t hesitate to ask your customers for a feedback—not everyone is apt to leave 
it after purchasing a product. 

Although reviews can be positive and negative, you must be ready to see both types 
on your website. It’s not always the case that your products or services must be bad, 
though.

These techniques are also important when estimating the conversion rate of your 
website. Abandoned shopping carts, zero returns from email campaigns, and absence 
of feedback from your customers are the main factors affecting your conversion rate. 
Because this value plays the main part in determining how good your relationships with 
existing customers are, you will also have to be ready to take steps toward a conversion 
rate optimization strategy. 
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...to Use Outside of Your Website 
Don’t Give up on Traditional Advertising

Using entertainment as a source of new traffic may seem an odd thing, but it really 
works. Try to turn on your imagination and think of content that could bring you more 
customers because it is funny. One of the most commonly used entertaining elements in 
the sphere of ecommerce is a viral video. Viral videos are made by many world-famous 
brands, and their efficiency is considered proven due to the enormous success they 
achieve afterward. Some brands even adjust themselves to YouTube and create official 
channels where they promote their products by introducing them in a row of funny or 
creative video series. 


Take Part in Offline Events 


This might be especially useful if you have only an online store that has been recently 
launched. Apart from using traditional ways of ecommerce marketing, you can simply 
attend various offline fairs and other sales events to get people acquainted with your 
products and services. Accompany your attendance with original and colorful leaflets 
and product samples—use all possible ways to make people visit your online store. 


Expose Your Business to Other eCommerce Platforms 


If you don’t feel yet stable enough with traffic, don’t hesitate to promote your products 
on bigger ecommerce platforms such as Amazon and eBay. Millions of people visit these 
sites every day, so it’s likely that they will stumble upon your products for being original, 
cheap, or both. 


Use Banner Ads 


This is another efficient technique for driving traffic to your Magento website. Since it is 
quite complicated, I’ve decided to devote a separate part of this chapter to banner ads. 
You can read about it next. 
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Banner Ads 


This type of advertisement must be familiar to every ecommerce retailer, but many of 
them do not consider it as effective as previously thought. First, because modern users 
are highly knowledgeable about computers and specifically the Internet, it’s not that easy 
to attract their attention anymore. The only reaction people experience when seeing 

an ad is utter irritation, because their presence on a website is dictated by the need to 
read/watch something interesting or to communicate with somebody, not to click some 
crazy-colored suspicious banners. As a result, retailers develop more original approaches 
and switch to more complicated banners, but the strategy still crashes due to ad blocking 
software that is popular among users all over the world. In spite of these unpleasant facts 
about banner ads, there is still a green light for retailers to use them for driving traffic to 
their websites. Next, I tell you how to use them properly. 


How to Use 


Considering current problems related to banner ads, you will come to a conclusion that 
it’s almost impossible to make a profit from using them. But here are the key conditions 
observe to make your banner ads work: 


e Define a list of websites relevant to your audience. If you think 
that having an ad everywhere can improve your situation, you're 
highly mistaken. 


e Spend more time making your ads creative. Creativity still attracts 
attention, as it can be beautiful, entertaining, smart, and eye- 
catching. 


e Conduct some tests before submitting your banner ad. If it 
does not work properly or it cannot be monitored from tracking 
services, it’s better to fix all these problems before investing in it. 


e Contact potential banner ad publishers directly. Being able to 
communicate with website owners is a useful skill that provides 
the most favorable advertising conditions. You should sound 
natural and generous. These owners are basically the influencers 
of your products, so the more contacts you have, the more 
successful your banner ad campaign. 


e Be aware of the F-shaped view pattern. This is a general page 
view pattern and a common feature for everyone browsing the 
Internet. According to it, users tend to look at the top of a page 
first, then explore the content itself starting from a left side, 
proceeding to a right side and then back, then go to the middle, 
do the same left-right manipulations, and so on. You can use the 
knowledge of the F-shaped pattern to find the best place for your 
banner ads. Accordingly, it will be either the top of the page or its 
left side. Unfortunately, when dealing with ad publishers, you will 
only have to rely on their own ad placement priorities. 
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e Enhance your landing pages, since they are important for all 
kinds of online ads due to the ability to direct users to the most 
desirable places of your website, either already existing or newly 
created ones. The main purpose of a landing page is to incline 
users to buy your goods. Thus, it’s up to you where you place the 
landing page on your Magento store. 


Where to Buy 


Basically, you have to choose among two kinds of banner ads sources—individual 
publishers or ad networks. 


Individual Publishers 


If you already have a list of potential banner ad publishers dealing with a similar market 
segment, contact with their owners or advertising operators. Learn their prices and 
subscription conditions, and decide how long you are going to work with them. Keep in 
mind that if you advertise on a particular website for a long time, you may become easily 
recognizable by its audience and therefore more trustful. Therefore, you can obtain a 
stable number of loyal customers. But it does not mean that you don’t have to update 
your ads and their design regularly. 


Ad Networks 


Ad networks are not niche-specific banner ad resources, but can be considered as a 
competitive alternative to direct ad publishers. Ad networks are usually a third party that 
chooses the websites to publish your banner ads on. Thus, they can save you time by 
performing all the work instead of you. As for the down side, it is harder to drive traffic 

to your store, and you are not able to communicate with publishers directly. The most 
popular ad network is AdWords. 


AdWords 


AdWords is Google’s official advertising program that is commonly used by businesses 
all over the world. It’s the first thing you’re advised to try in your never-ceasing attempts 
to get more traffic to your website. With the help of this program, you can manage your 
ads and choose the most appealing websites to place them on. The main advantage of 
the service is its relatively low cost and easy break-up procedure. In addition, you can 
adjust the program so that your ads are seen only by local users, especially when you 
tend to attract more customers to your physical store. You also can place your ad right 
on a Google results page; thus, users can go directly to the product page that they are 
interested in. 
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How It Functions 


Keyword is a basic element of the AdWords toolkit that allows you to place your website 
ads near the first positions of a Google search results list. You should simply create a 
range of the most relevant keywords based on your business activity or products. Be 
specific when choosing the most important keywords and give priority to two-to-three 
word phrases rather than simple words. 

It is also important to mention that AdWords can show your ads on other websites 
sharing Google-owned properties (like YouTube), as well as Google’s partner sites (like 
NYTimes.com or Families.com). The place on the website used for showing your ad is 
called placement. 

AdRank is an additional value of AdWords that is used to determine your ad’s position 
on a website or among search results. It also determines whether your ad will be displayed 
at all. You should remember, though, that the main factors defining ad’s location are the 
amount of bids you offer (the sum you're ready to spend) and the quality of your ad. As 
a result, the first and the most prominent positions in the list are given to the ads with 
highest bids and quality. What’s even more interesting about AdRank is its ability to 
recalculate processing data and update positions of ads according to their current value. 

As for bids and ad/website quality, their value varies depending on the kinds of 
ads you use, as well as the kind of website you have. Note that your actual bid is closely 
connected to your maximum cost-per-click bid, which is the maximum amount you 
could pay per one click. However, usually you’re charged less—everything depends on 
the quality of your ad that is calculated according to the expected number of potential 
clicks, ad relevance, and landing page availability. An ad auction determines the 
maximum cost-per-click bid, which is required to keep your ad at a given position. 


How to Fit into Your Budget 


One of the main drawbacks of AdWords lies in its competitiveness—that is, the constant 
competition among retailers for getting the best ad positions. The more money you offer, 
the more chances you get to appear among the first positions, and accordingly, get more 
clicks to your website. Thus, a steadily developing retailer has to be able to invest at least 
$2,000 to $5,000 a month in an ordinary AdWords campaign. Nonetheless, buying website 
traffic consists of more than clicks. The better retailer that you are, the more bids you’re 
required to offer. So before starting your cooperation with AdWords, take the following 
into account: 


e Howmuch money are you willing to spend on a single day of your 
advertising campaign? Days are more relevant than weeks or 
months because you cannot predict how long your ad will bring 
you enough profit. 


e Will you vary your daily bid into parts by bidding in specific times 
of a day? This ad scheduling is very useful and cost-saving if you 
know when your website experiences its best-selling hours. 


e Is your quality score high enough to be worth risking? If you're not 
sure about the relevancy of your keywords and the quality of your ad 
and landing page, it’s better to invest into their improvement first. 
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How to Structure Your Ad Campaign 


Depending on the kind of ads you have, your approaches to an AdWords campaign 

will vary. Product ads usually tend to work out, provided they are divided into definite 
categories; for instance, furniture products are better structured when categorized into 
beds, chairs, tables, and so on. Furthermore, you can specify each category by introducing 
single-size beds and double-size beds. That will make your ads more specific for potential 
customers and will clarify which products are more popular than others. 


How to Manage Your Resources 


Working with AdWords requires certain time expenditures as well. The more developed 
retailer that you are, the more profound ad campaign planning you should do. To buy 
Internet traffic simply by putting some money into it is never enough. Using text ads is 
indeed easier, but it’s evident that for a range of products, you should work on its proper 
listing in AdWords webpages, manage regular updates of assortment and price, and 
automate submissions to Google Merchant Center. These hard tasks often require hiring 
corresponding specialists, but the results are definitely worth it. 


How to Launch an AdWords Campaign 


Next, I shed light on launching an ordinary AdWords campaign for your Magento website. 
Let’s start with some basic aspects, such as your AdWords account. 


Create an Account in AdWords 


Take the following steps to create an AdWords account. 


1. First, visit AdWords’ main page and choose Try AdWords 
Now. 


2. Ifyou already have a Google account, then you can simply 
sign in with the existing login and password; otherwise, tick I 
do not use these services and enter your email address and a 
relatively strong password. Then solve a captcha and create an 
account. 


3. Select your country, time zone, and the currency you'd like 
to deal with. Google’s billing will highly depend on this 
information. Remember that after submitting this data, you 
will not be able to change it. 


4. Click Continue and verify your account through the link sent 
to your email address.

CHAPTER 2 ™ SALES GENERATION 


Choose Your Ad Campaign 


Each campaign can be run on the same or various AdWords settings—it’s up to your 
tastes and the possibilities. There are three basic settings areas: 


Budget and bid amount 


Optional elements that can be adjusted to the main ad structure 
through ad extensions 


Specification of places where you want your ads to appear 


Now, it’s time to look through settings: 


Campaign name. This name will only be visible to you, but it 
would be great if you specify it according to your actual business 
goals. It’s not recommended to use default Google names to find a 
particular campaign afterward. 


Type. Here you can specify what kind of ads you’re going to 
create. For novices in advertising it’s reasonable to select the 
“Search Network with Display Select” type of a campaign that 
allows you to gain access to the most popular ad placements. You 
can also choose a subtype of your campaign, which determines 
the range of settings you will use for making an ad. The Standard 
subtype is preferred when you're a newbie. 


Networks. You can choose either Google Search Network or 
Google Display Network to manage the appearance of your ad 
on other websites. The first option implies that your ads will 

be shown on Google-related websites, including YouTube and 
AOL. The second option enables your ads to be shown on other 
websites that have a partnership with Google. 


Devices. You can work on this option later when you decide to 
optimize your ads for tablets and mobile devices. 


Locations and Languages. Here you can choose an appropriate 
language for your ads, as well as a location that will provide only 
targeted location users with the ability to see your ads. 


Bidding and budget. You can insert bids manually or delegate 
them with the help of this option. Remember that your default bid 
represents the maximum amount you're ready to pay for your ads 
placement, while budget shows how much you really intend to 
spend for every day of your campaign. 
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e Ad extensions. This category contains additional settings, 
including the placement of links to your website, your local store 
address, or phone number. 


e Advanced Settings. Here you will find optional settings aimed 
at displaying your ads on your customers’ screens at the most 
appropriate time. This category features different schedules, such 
as your campaign program or the times that ads appear each day. 


Create a New Campaign 


Take the following steps to create a new campaign. 
1. Click Create your first campaign. 


2. You'll be directed to the Select Campaign Settings page, 
where you can set up all the previously mentioned categories. 


3. Atthe end, don’t forget to click Save and Continue. Later 
you'll be able to edit most of the settings. 


Ad Groups 


After you're done with settings, you will be automatically introduced to the “Create ad 
and keywords” page. It is possible to create an ad group here and use it as part of a more 
general ad campaign. 

Each ad campaign includes one or multiple ad groups, depending on the type 
selected in Campaign Settings. Each group consists of an ad, a specialized keyword set, 
and bids for its placement. With certain keywords for every ad group, you enhance the 
relevance of your ads in a list of search results. Therefore, an ad group should correspond 
to a particular type of product you offer. After creating an ad group, you can proceed to 
managing the ads themselves. 


Ads 


There are different formats of ads available for your ad campaigns. Regardless of the 
format, it is required to create a separate range of keywords for each of them. The 
available ad formats vary from text and image ads to video and mobile ads. 

Let’s have a look at the simplest text ad. 


1. Choose Create an ad and click Text ad. 


2. Fill in the spaces by writing your headline, description, display 
URL (your homepage), and landing page. Note that both links 
have to belong to the same domain. 


3. Type in your keywords in the appropriate section. The 
recommended minimum number of keywords is 10 to 20. 


4. Click Save and Continue to billing to activate your campaign. 
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Billing Information 


After you've created your first ad, you will be asked to fill in billing information. Follow 


these steps: 


1. 


Select the country of your billing address. Then you will see 
additional settings available for your country. Input any 
additional information. 


Choose your payment method: backup credit card for 
automated payments (after your ads have been displayed) 

or a manual payment method (before your ads have been 
displayed). Please note that there are some restrictions related 
to certain countries. 


If you chose backup credit card payment, you don’t have 
to perform any additional actions. Otherwise, you can pay 
for your first bid in Settings > Billing by choosing Make a 
payment. Don’t forget to choose the amount of a bid. 


Now, you should provide additional payment information. 


Save the input data. 


Creating a Shopping Campaign 


The format of an ad campaign is valuable when you have a store with various product items. 
Ads of such format usually include an image, name, description, price, and a landing page 
leading toward a product page on your website. To enable shopping campaigns for your 
AdWords account, submit your product information in Google Merchant Center. Consider 
that a shopping campaign is especially useful when you are targeting specific users. 


Setup 


Take the following steps to set up your campaign. 


1. 
2. 


Click Campaigns and then Campaign > Shopping. 


You will be forwarded to the Campaign Settings page. Type 
the name of your campaign. 


Select your country and add Merchant ID information. 


In the Country of Sale field, select the country where your 
products are sold. 
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5. Then you can manage optional settings in Shopping Settings 
(advanced): 


e Choose a Campaign priority value when there are several 
shopping campaigns promoting the same product. 


e Inventory filter allows you to limit the number of product 
items you'd like to advertise. 


e You can also activate Local Inventory Ads for your Local 
Products feed to Merchant Center. 


e In Locations you can choose countries to display your ads in. 


e Bid strategy allows you to adjust bidding options. If you 
set bids manually, use default parameters. For conversion 
tracking, choose enhanced cost-per-click (ECPC). 


6. Save these settings. 


AdWords Conversion Pixel 


AdWords provides its users with an opportunity to track their conversion rates based on 
customers’ interaction with your Magento website. This includes the number of ad clicks, 
product page views, app downloads, order check-outs, and so forth. Conversion tracking 
also features all the necessary tools for maximizing profit from your ad campaigns and 
reducing overall expenses. In addition, it sheds light on how good your ads are. The key 
element of AdWords conversion tracking is the conversion pixel tool, which is basically a 
1x1-pixel image placed on one or several website pages through a piece of code that you 
can copy and paste as a part of your primary ad campaign. This pixel effectively reacts on 
every activity on your website, including: 


e Ad clicks from affiliate websites 
e Checkout button clicks on a checkout confirmation page 


e Clicks referral URL's leading from your store, which allows you 
tracking visitors even when they leave your page 


Despite the fact that Magento does not support out-of-the-box AdWords conversion 
tracking, there are a lot of third-party possibilities for effective integration. For instance, 
here you can find a handy module written in JavaScript. Its primary role is tracking 
conversions from a checkout/success page of Magento stores. Alternatively, you can 
make use of the extensions described next. 


Google AdWords and Facebook Ads Conversion Tracking and 
Remarketing 


This Magento extension provides double-sided integration with Google AdWords and 
Facebook advertising campaigns. As a result, you get a high-end experience of conversion 
tracking process. The module is easy to set up, and after launch, its conversion tracking 
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code is automatically stored on the Checkout Success page of your website. There is also 
a useful feature called Remarketing Integration, which enables ecommerce owners to 
capture data about what particular products your visitors are interested in. Thus, you will 
be able to follow your customers on other Internet resources with the aim to show them 
the most appropriate ads. Therefore, there will be more chances to see these customers 
on your store again. You can get the latest version of the extension for only $49. 


Kulmage Google AdWords 


This is another useful Magento extension for tracking your AdWords conversion rates. 
The extension’s code is placed on the Magento Success page without any additional 
adjustments. Later on, you can easily manage its performance through your admin panel. 
The module is free and easy to use. 


LUKA Google AdWords Conversion Tracking 


This is a free-of-charge module for AdWords conversion tracking integration. The great 
advantage of this extension is that you can place conversion tracking pixels on any page 
of your website. If you find any bugs or inaccuracies with the module’s performance, you 
can always inform its developers, and they will help you solve your problem. You should 
note that this module is compatible with Magento 1.5+. 


Google AdWords Conversion Tracking 


For only $31.45, you can easily connect your Magento website to AdWords conversion 
tracking. The module features the ability to update your stock information, manage 
conversion-related configurations from your Magento admin panel, supports both 
sub-domain and multi-domain pages, and can be effortlessly turned on and off at any 
particular moment.

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Alternatives to Google AdWords 


Many retailers are accustomed to think that Google AdWords is the most effective 
pay-per-click management service for driving more traffic to websites. However, it may 
not be that efficient, or it may be even harmful to your business, especially if you’re a new 
entrepreneur. The problem is that you cannot realize the consequences until you invest in 
AdWords campaign. Thus, you are facing the following: 


e = Rivalry. Being especially popular among large and highly 
developed companies, the AdWords platform makes it impossible 
for small businesses to be competitive. You have to invest more 
and more just to be able to provide your ads with the best working 
keywords. With such cost-intensity, you're likely to burn out at the 
very beginning of your campaign. 


e Time-wasting. As an ecommerce newcomer, you won't be really 
knowledgeable in all the specifics of AdWords, so you have to 
spend some time on getting acquainted with the toolkit. But such 
experiments are risky, because again, you spend your money on 
them and you don’t know any end results. 


e Vague bidding system. AdWords has a very intricate system of 
money distribution. Although you can control the amount of bids 
you submit for you campaign, and even invest as little or as much 
as you want, you will spend much time trying to find out where 
your money eventually goes. Moreover, if you fail to be attentive 
and forget to set a proper management over your bids, you’re 
likely to lose everything. 


This appears to be an uneven game where big corporations get the best advertising 
results and small businesses struggle uselessly for a more or less satisfying position in 
Google search results because they have a tighter budget. 

In this situation, you have to think of other ad sources that could be more loyal and 
suitable for such a small business as yours. 


ExactSeek 


ExactSeek is a flexible advertising platform that allows retailers to attract many visitors 
to their online stores. It offers various programs from which you can choose the most 
appealing one. 


e Traffic Program. This program requires a quarterly subscription 
update and seems to be very profitable due to the relatively low 
cost of advertising services.

BlogAds 


The BlogAds service offers more suitable advertising conditions for certain segment 
retailers.

Also, you can switch on a commenting 
feature that provides your visitors with an opportunity to leave comments under your 
posts. Thus, you can easily see their opinions on your articles. 


nBlog - Blog extension by Neotheme 


The nBlog Magento module includes all the typical blogging features and at the same 
time offers something unique. For instance, a pack of cool predesigned layouts can be 
used for making a custom template if you don’t possess any serious programming skills. 
These predesigned layouts can be applied to various categories of your blog to make it 
look original.° Other useful features include delayed posting, blog RSS integration, and 
Facebook commenting. 


Blog Pro 


This extension concentrates on making your blog responsive. In addition, you can make 
it even more attractive by adding thumbnails, images and videos. There is even a social 
media sharing feature that allows users to share your blog posts with their friends on all 
major social platforms, including Facebook, Twitter, Pinterest, VK, and so forth. 


Magento WordPress Extension by FishPig 


If you've already created a blog on such a popular blogging platform as WordPress 
and would like to integrate it with your Magento store, I recommend that you pay 
attention to a specialized extension developed by the FishPig team. This is a multilingual 
module available for all Magento editions. It offers a complete WordPress integration 
and supports all major plugins, original URL addresses, and shortcodes. You can also 
associate your blog posts with Magento products and apply a Magento theme for your 
blog to make it look a part of your native environment.

Real-Time Social Experience with Periscope and 
Meerkat 


Periscope and Meerkat are two new social services designed for real-time streaming. Both 
solutions can be utilized within any ecommerce business. Here, I describe their features, 
core differences, and ecommerce opportunities.

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Both Periscope and Meerkat produce live streams, which is a core common feature. 
Another aspect is integration with Twitter; sharing is optional with Periscope links, 
whereas Meerkat tweets all content automatically. Thus, Periscope users can easily 
control their audience. 

Another difference consists in the availability of recorded content after the end of 
your stream; Periscope keeps videos for 24 hours, whereas Meerkat doesn’t provide any 
storing capabilities, which leads to a broken user experience. In addition, Periscope 
provides tighter integration with Twitter; you get access to your followers from within 
the app. 

Periscope is currently used by such giants as Pepsi’s Mountain Dew, Spotify, and 
DKNY. Starbucks and MasterCard are among Meerkat’s prominent users. When it 
comes to the number of users, Periscope also holds the leading position. But what about 
ecommerce opportunities? 

Since videos have always helped merchants become transparent with customers, live 
streams play a prominent role in this process. You can easily inform your target audience 
about any latest offer or product by using social streaming services. 

There is also an opportunity to show your business from inside, since you already 
have lots of customers interested in this information. Moreover, this will help you to get 
new ones. Note that a live stream is a great tool for establishing credibility among your 
target audience. You can even stream live demos of your products, which will make your 
ecommerce business even more attractive. Thus, by providing live lessons related to the 
products you sell, sharing some interesting facts, or offering any other engaging content, 
you will utilize the ecommerce opportunities of Periscope and Meerkat: 


e Place your customers in the middle of flash sales. You can easily 
engage your customers with the help of Periscope or Meerkat by 
placing them at the center of a flash sale. You just need to start a 
live broadcast of your event and make customers communicate 
with you. This should look like a TV show. Your customers are not 
only situated on your ecommerce website—they re live on the air 
with you. 


e Introduce your ecommerce business with the help of aQ&A 
session. There are probably dozens of customers willing to ask 
questions about your business. Don’t send them to the FAQ 
section of your website, because there is a better decision. You 
can gain their confidence with the help of question-and-answer 
sessions. You just need a Periscope or a Meerkat live stream. 
Don't be afraid to show yourself to your customers; by being 
relatable, you will push your ecommerce business to a new level. 


e Build product awareness and grow your sales. Ask your 
customers to add their real-life examples while you broadcast 
product information. This will not only help with building 
product awareness, but also increase consumer confidence, and 
as aresult, sales.

Provide the customer with a better user experience. You can 
utilize live streaming for your customer support needs. Thus, you 
will be able to provide help not only to a particular customer, but 
to your whole audience of buyers. 


Get real-time feedback. Ask buyers to leave real-time feedback 
about your goods and services. You can call them, or even them 
invite to broadcasting events. If someone famous is using your 
products, ask this person to take part in the streaming. 


Turn all of your offline events into online ones. With the help 
of both Periscope and Meerkat, you can easily turn all of your 
offline events into online real-time translations. Since you have 
customers who are not able to take part in your events, you will 
provide them with such opportunity. 


The following tips will help you maximize the effectiveness of your Periscope or 
Meerkat campaigns: 


Think about personalization. Greet your viewer by nickname 
or name. Remain polite. Don’t be afraid to say a name every time 
you answer a question or address a user. 


Announce your live streams a few days before you go live. 
You should do this on all possible platforms, as well as on your 
website. You can also use eye-catching banners to attract more 
attention. 


Never omit questions. It’s always better to say that you don’t 
know the answer. 


Use only portrait mode. In landscape mode, Periscope still 
displays messages from your customers in portrait mode, making 
a stream inconvenient for viewers. That’s why you should use it in 
portrait mode only. 


Use hashtags. Both Meerkat and Periscope are tightly connected 
to Twitter. You should always remember this nuance when 
creating a title for a new broadcast. Use the following hashtags 

to increase your findability on this social network: #periscope; 
#werelive; #livestream; #livebroadcast. 


Social Influencers for Promoting Your 
Products Online 


One of the most up-to-date methods of gaining some traffic to your website is dealing 
with famous people on the Internet. They include media personalities, bloggers, vloggers, 
and even social media accounts run by different people all over the world. All of them are 
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perfect as marketing channels to boost sales on your website. This marketing technique 
might be particularly interesting for those who have recently launched their business, but 
now suffer from the shortage of traffic. 


Get to Know Some Instagram Influencers 


Instagram is now very popular among younger audiences. It may become crucially 
tempting to attract new customers from such a crowded place. Moreover, it was found 
that Instagram is the platform giving 25% more customers to those brands that integrate 
their products with the local influencers than any other social media networks. 

So, if you intend to find influencers for promoting your online store on Instagram, 
start looking for primarily those accounts that specialize in activities that might be 
directly or indirectly connected with your goods or services. The common mistake in this 
case is to look for the most popular users with a high number of followers; but it’s more 
likely that you will tap into a community that has nothing to do with your website at all. 

To make your search even more productive, use a handy website called WEBSTA 
that keeps all the popular Instagram hashtags and user information in its database. Users 
with an impressive amount of followers usually don’t limit themselves by having only an 
Instagram page. They probably have their own websites and blogs; meanwhile, Instagram 
plays the role of an additional promoting source. Once you have found several potential 
candidates, don’t forget to look at their bio or contact page—website links and email 
addresses are the main indicators that they don’t mind cooperating with ecommerce 
businesses. 

Another way to target influencers on Instagram is through the official mobile app. 
You can basically browse “the popular page” (with thousands of the most popular 
photos) in search of those that somehow relate to your business. Through them you can 
reach the owners of those photos and contact them through email (if possible). 

The final thing is to write to the chosen Instagram account holders to attract their 
attention to your website and its products. You basically have to write a letter, which must 
be as neutral and loyal as possible, telling the person that you're a fan of his or her posts, 
and you ve just launched your own website dedicated to the things you're selling. Further, 
you should kindly ask the person to try a sample of one of your products and share it 
with his or her followers. At the end, you can attach one or two images of your product. 
Alternatively, you can just leave a link to your website page. 


Look for Popular YouTube Vloggers, Bloggers, and Press 


Like Instagram, YouTube is full of popular users. What is more important, they don’t 
mind promoting stuff that is not only a part of their target subject and also stuff that is 

not related to their subject at all. To reach out to the appropriate vloggers, you can use 

the native search engine of the website by typing keywords that describe your business 
interest. The same traffic-gaining strategy applies to bloggers, but can be realized through 
the Google main page. It’s worth noting that targeting bloggers with fewer followers is 
often more profitable than targeting those with thousands of them since a small audience 
is usually more loyal to its blogger and his content and advertisements.

As for the press, you might pay more attention to local news sites rather than global 
ones. Here, however, you have a chance to promote your products only by writing about 
them in the most original way and presenting it as a good pitch: laconic and interesting 
to read. So if you want to grab the attention of the press, make your story concise and 
valuable. 


Do Some Smart Advertising on Reddit 


This platform is very useful in terms of its mechanics, which allows you to get involved 
with an appropriate user category through a corresponding thread called a subreddit. 
There are thousands of subreddits devoted to all possible subjects, so you're likely to find 
what fits you the best. But the thread that must be of the utmost importance to you is 
always in the “/r/entrepreneur” subreddit. There you will find a lot of useful discussions 
concerning business and ways to improve. “/r/smallbusiness” is another option for new 
entrepreneurs. 

If you managed to find a subreddit dedicated to your website content, you can 
post unobtrusive little sentences there containing a nice and catchy offer to purchase 
your products for satisfying user needs. However, if you exaggerate with this offer, you'll 
probably be banned, which will bring you no actual profit. Therefore, read general and/or 
local Reddit rules first. 


Convert Your Family and Friends into Customers 
Through Facebook 


Making advertising posts on your Facebook page seems legit, and also important, free. 
Moreover, this way of attracting customers is one of the first free online advertising 
methods being adopted by thousands of businesses all over the world. It might not bring 
you much profit in the end, but you shouldn't lose the opportunity of making a few 
customers out of the people you know. You can even give them a 50% discount. Allowing 
your friends and family to be special customers can make them become loyal buyers. 


Extend Your Website to Twitter 


It’s also a good idea to create a separate Twitter profile for your website, but it’s certainly 
not enough for getting more traffic to your website. 

The initial strategy in this case is the same: use appropriate keywords and find 
people posting tweets about content related to your website. 

The next step is to follow those people, as they might become interested in what 
you re doing. 

Take part in events related to your products, such as fairs or presentations; make sure 
that you post a tweet with cool photos. 

Inform your followers about new stuff coming out—keep their interest warm. 
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Mention Your Potential Influencers in a Profound 
Blog Post 


This method might become one of the most effective ones, as it’s probably going to get 
through to target influencers’ hearts. The only thing you need to do is to write a blog post 
about their activities, combining all the information you have under a unified title and 
catchy introduction. When writing about their blogs, don’t forget to mention their names, 
because this is what will make your website better. 


Amazon Product Advertising 


There is nothing more reasonable than advertising on Amazon since it is the biggest and 
the most popular ecommerce platform that ever existed. It’s no surprise that the company 
works hard on allowing merchants to fulfill their marketing ambitions in the easiest way. 
However, if you want to turn your website into the primary destination for Amazon users, 
then Amazon Product Ads is what you really need to utilize. 

In general, Amazon Product Ads is a program for external businesses selling their 
products outside the Amazon platform which plays the role of a product promoter that 
attracts more customers. How to start using it? 


1. Create an Amazon Product Ads account here. If you already 
have an account, simply sign in on the same page. 


2. Goto the Settings bar and select User Permissions. Here, you 
will get a long list of product, advertising, reports, and other 
settings that you have to either check or uncheck, depending 
on your preferences. Save the changed permissions. 


Complete your account information. Go to Settings 

> Account Info. Set a daily budget by clicking the 
corresponding category on the Advertising bar. The daily 
budget setting page is rather straightforward, which means 
that you can set only one price for all of your ads on Amazon. 


3. Then you're able to upload a product list file by selecting Add 
Products via Upload. In the new window, click Download 
Template. You have to choose the most convenient template 
format here. 


4. Amazon Product Ads requires using the following attributes: 
category, title, link, SKU (stock keeping unit), and price. Thus, 
you should be ready to edit your uploaded product feed 
according to the requirements. 
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5. After you have uploaded your product feed, wait while it is 
processed. You should also check the status report for errors. 


6. Later, when you decide to change the bidding amount or 
update your inventory, you will have to upload a new product 
feed to Amazon Product Ads. Seems tough, but if you find 
Amazon helpful, it’s the only way to get the maximum from 
the marketplace, since there are no alternate solutions. 


Conclusion 


Keep in mind that every SMM campaign is unique. Try to figure out all the particular 
proprieties of your ecommerce business in order to create the most effective social 

media strategy. You can rely on third-party social media companies, hire a social media 
marketer, or do everything with the help of existing specialists—it’s up to you, but the core 
principles of successful campaign will always be the same.

The chapter is also closely related to the previous one, but it shades light on more 
advanced topics, such as conversion rate optimization, trusted shops, cart abandonment, 
referral and affiliate marketing, promotions, discounts, customer support, A/B testing, 
advanced analytics, and extended admin, tax, invoices, shipping, and order management. 





Conversion Rate Optimization 


Conversion rate optimization (CRO) is a system of methods aimed at increasing the 
percentage of website visitors, who eventually become customers or take a desired action 
in your Magento store. It is also often called conversion optimization. 

Since conversion rate optimization is about turning your visitors into buyers, it is 
a key factor of your business growth and success. Unfortunately, young entrepreneurs 
and ecommerce startups make one common mistake: they spend too many resources 
on CRO without gaining traffic. This leads to a failure when a Magento store is optimized 
for a high conversion rate, but the number of users is not enough for the sustainable 
development of a company. There is often the lack of investment required for other vital 
enhancements. 

Therefore, you should start your conversion rate optimization with free tools, 
investing money into driving traffic to your Magento store first (this topic is covered in 
the previous chapter). Robust CRO solutions are relevant only when you have a constant 
daily flaw of visitors. 
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How to Increase Your eCommerce Conversion Rates 


Increase the performance of your Magento website and implement proper search engine 
optimizations. These are two of the most important CRO steps you should start with. 
Higher performance makes your customers more loyal and decreases your bounce rate. 
Proper SEO not only generates more traffic, but also helps your potential buyers to find 
exactly what they are looking for. When your content does not match search queries, 
conversion optimizations and performance improvements are useless. You can read 
more about performance and SEO in the first chapter of this book. 

Make your store as simple as possible; people don’t like irrelevant content or overly 
complicated websites; some features are often useless and you should remove them, but 
don’t get carried away with simplification. 

Pay more attention to the most important content. Place it above the fold—the area 
on every website that is visible without scrolling. And don’t forget to proofread everything, 
because your website will lose credibility if there are spelling or grammatical errors. 

Use CTA buttons. Combined with a great offer, they can work as important 
conversion rate optimizers for your Magento store. Pay attention to their placement, 
color, size, and text. 

Use A/B testing. This will help you avoid ineffective enhancements and get better 
results from trusted CRO solutions. 

Optimize landing pages for your audience. I’ve already mentioned the importance 
of this step in the previous chapter. Tailor the rest of your store to suit the customer’s 
needs. Take into account that the different technological competence of your potential 
buyers requires certain design improvements. Younger visitors like sleek, efficient, and 
straightforward websites, while older ones prefer easy-to-read text. 

Listen to your customers and satisfy their propositions. By adding a rating system 
and a comment section to your store, you will turn your customers into participants of 
conversion rate optimization. Use their reviews, comments, and social network activities 
to turn new visitors into buyers. You can also use a “Thank you” page. And don’t forget 
that the design of your brand should be everywhere on your Magento website. 

Think about top-notch customer support. You should implement a live chat and 
other helpdesk solutions, as well as ensure that all of your emails have correct text, 
attractive design, and are readable without downloading images. This step is explained 
later in this chapter. 

Simplify the checkout process. Since it lies in the core of the entire shopping 
experience and is the main exit page of every ecommerce store, you can drastically 
improve the conversion rate of your website by using one page checkout. You can find out 
more about this improvement in the next section of this chapter. 

Use a competitive pricing model. Online buyers always compare prices on different 
ecommerce stores. Thus, you can easily enhance your conversion rates by showing that 
your prices are the cheapest. You just need to display your competitor’s prices on your 
website. 

Reward loyalty bonuses to all returning customers. Note that repeat sales (sales from 
returning customers) not only increase your conversion rate, but help you get viral word- 
of-mouth publicity as well. Thus, by offering discounts and sending gift cards, you will not 
only improve the conversion rate of your store, but also gain more visitors. 

Set expectations by displaying accurate shipping times and inventory status. This will 
help you avoid cancellations, which provide a negative impact on your conversion rate. 
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Enhance your Magento store with improved navigation. There are dozens of reliable 
solutions aimed at making the navigation of your store more user-friendly. Of course, 
such improvements will positively influence your transformation of visitors-into-buyers. I 
explain how to implement this enhancement shortly. 

Invest in product photography. Due to the inability to see your products in real life, 
online buyers prefer ecommerce stores with high-quality visual content, because it is 
often the only way to check the quality of the desired goods. Keep in mind that the better 
things look, the more likely they are to be purchased. 

Assure security across your store. There are enough bottlenecks in default Magento, 
so you should remove them as fast as possible. The security improvements are covered in 
the first chapter of this book. 

Always use analytics reports in CRO. Keep in mind that you should utilize all your 
past experience in order to get a maximum effect for your conversion rate optimizations. 
Pay attention to various analytics reports and you will be able to optimize your conversion 
in the best possible way. Read this article for a detailed description of this process.

Magento Extensions for Conversion Rate Optimization 


I’ve already described the best Magento extensions. All of them are aimed at increasing 
your CRO to some extent. Now, I’m going to draw your attention to specific modules 
developed for conversion rate optimization. Let’s start with one page checkout. 


One Page Checkout 


One page checkout is among the most important improvements for out-of-the-box 
Magento. Both Enterprise and Community Editions incorporate a complicated checkout 
procedure divided into several steps. Of course, such checkout implementation provides 
a negative impact on conversion rate, but you can fix this issue thanks to an appropriate 
“one step/page checkout” solution. With its help, customers will see all the fields required 
for placing an order in a single block. As a result, the new checkout process becomes 
easier and faster, improving the conversion rate of your store. The full list of improved 
checkouts is available here: The Best One Step / Page Checkout Extensions For Magento’. 

The IWD Magento extension does the following: reduces the checkout process from 
six steps to one; provides your customers with the ability to save their contact information 
for future purchases; supports multiple languages; and integrates with PayPal and 
Braintree. Also, there is an enterprise version of One Step/Page Checkout by IWD. You 
can review both solutions here: https: //goo.g1/72qrA8.

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Improved Navigation 


Navigation is another bottleneck of default Magento. Luckily, there are lots of third-party 
solutions designed for improvement of the issue. For instance, there is an opportunity to 
use filters. With the proper configurations, they enable users to narrow down a website’s 
selection of products to just a few items. Unfortunately, a lackluster filtering experience 
prevails among ecommerce websites. According to Smashing magazine, only 16% of 
online stores provide worthwhile options: 42% lack category-specific filters; 20% have 
problems with thematic filters; and 32% don’t provide compatibility filters. 

The problem often lies in the way merchants promote filtering options. Since there 
are certain highly important filters beneficial for your users, you should display them 
separately from traditional ones. Otherwise, there is a risk of overlooking these options 
or incomprehension of their importance. Only 16% of ecommerce websites actively 
promote important filtering options. Thus, they improve their conversion rates by offering 
a better user experience. If you would also like to spend money on improved navigation, I 
recommend you check out the following free Magento extensions: 

Sidebar Navigation Menu Professional adds vertical category navigation into 
the sidebar columns of your store. The extension offers powerful configurations and 
intelligent design, which looks good with custom themes. The module works with anchor 
and non-anchor categories, as well as flat and non-flat categories. You can download 
Sidebar Navigation Menu Professional here: http://goo.g1/stZIZP. 

Another reliable solution is Multiple Select In Layered Navigation. This extension 
adds the ability to apply several values of the same filter criteria at the same time. 

For instance, your customers can simultaneously browse for black and yellow boots. 
Unfortunately, there are no admin configurations related to the module, but it works 
as expected. You can grab the Multiple Select In Layered Navigation extension from 
Magento Connect: http: //goo.g1l/XvxXt9. 

The Improved Magento layered navigation extension by caciobany is likewise worth 
paying attention to. It is based on Ajax navigation, uses history pushState/popState, offers 
price slider with a submit button, supports SEO-friendly URLs, as well as multiple filters 
for the same attribute. All of these features can be easily enabled/disabled from the back 
end.

The best paid solution is Improved Layered Navigation by Amasty. It supports lots of 
features typical on different modules. SEO layered navigation, shop by brand, Ajax layered 
navigation, layered navigation filters, advanced categories, a layered navigation, and a 
price slider are key options available with Amasty’s extension. The module costs $139, but 
it absolutely pays off.

By installing the correct extension 
or using an ecommerce search engine, you provide your visitors the ability to easily find 
the content that they are looking for. Improved catalog search is a great addition to the 
enhanced navigation. Add a fast and friendly solution and turn your customers into 
buyers, as they will rapidly find desired goods, avoiding navigation and filters. 

The best improved catalog search option is offered by Elasticsearch, which is one 
of the most popular search engines, used by the best ecommerce sites. Being based on 
Lucene, Elasticsearch offers multitenant search capabilities. It utilizes schema-free JOON 
documents and a RESTful web interface. As an ecommerce search engine, Elasticsearch 
provides real-time search. Moreover, the system is highly scalable, so you just need to 
add a few more nodes to provide cluster with the ability to take advantage of additional 
hardware as your business grows. And you will be surprised with the Elasticsearch 
performance, because it is one of the fastest tools for ecommerce site search. Last but 
not least, it is a price. Elasticsearch is open source, so you can download and use it for 
free. You have the ability to implement it on your Magento website with the help of the 
following extensions: 

The Smile Magento Elasticsearch module is designed to integrate your Magento 
store with Elasticsearch for free. The extension offers such features as full-text search 
improvement, rich autocomplete, highly tunable scoring, and so forth. The module is free 
and you can download it from GitHub: https: //goo.g1/Qi0qMk. 

Extension for Elasticsearch by BubbleShop is the best paid option. It costs $99 and 
supports “Did you mean?” and autocomplete features, smart correction for misspelled 
text queries, product attribute search, ultra-fast indexation, and tons of other ecommerce 
opportunities.

If your server does not support Elasticsearch, you can improve the default Magento 
search option with the aid of the Catalog Search Refinement module.

Social Login 


According to ConversionXL, 86% of users are bothered by the necessity of creating new 
accounts on websites. Moreover, 92% of average visitors will likely leave your ecommerce 
store instead of resetting their login information. Fortunately, you can easily improve 
a broken user experience by using a social login feature. At least, 77% of users think 
so. Facebook, Google+, Twitter, and other accounts are widely used for logging into 
various ecommerce websites and platforms. You can see the examples of social login on 
BlaBlaCar, AirBNB, as well as on thousands of other popular websites. But why is this 
feature so popular? 

First, social login reduces the headache of typing out personal information during 
registration. Furthermore, it minimizes the time required to register to a few seconds. The 
next major reason is control over data: most social login accounts allow users to review 
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sites that have access to their information and delete those that they don’t need any 
longer. The third important aspect for using social login is the accuracy of information. 
Since users utilize their social networks for logging into a system, they have to use 
relevant data, but only if they’ve used it previously. 

As you can see, social login improves user experience and fixes a long and boring 
login procedure, providing a positive impact on conversion. Nowadays, everyone has 
several accounts in various social networking services, so don’t hesitate to implement 
social login on your Magento store. I recommend that you use one of the following 
extensions. 

The best free option is Inchoo Social Connect. With this module, you will add 
Google, Facebook, and Twitter buttons to your Magento website. As a result, your visitors 
will be able to login or register with the aid of their social media accounts. Note that the 
buttons are available not only for creating an account page, but also during checkout. You 
can download the extension on Inchoo: http: //goo.g1/63i0rs; or on GitHub: https: // 
go00.g1/0pB1aY.

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The best paid extension is Social Login by MageStore. The module supports up to 
18 networks with Facebook, Google, Yahoo!, Twitter, and LinkedIn among them. Having 
entered the system, your customers have the ability to change their passwords. Social 
Login by MageStore costs $99.

How to Optimize Each Page of Your Magento Store 


This section lists the steps required for the optimization of your conversion rate. All the 
improvements are divided into groups related to certain web pages. 


Home Page 


Since lots of visitors land on your home page, it should be informative and show the 
variety of products that they might be looking for. And don’t forget about CTA buttons 
that will encourage visitors to explore your store further. Use high-quality visual content 
and show top-selling, featured, and recommended products on your home page. You can 
see the best home page examples here: http: //goo.g1/Q91io. 


Landing Pages 


Landing pages are often used for specific promotional campaigns, such as AdWords PPC. 
They provide a higher conversion rate than a home page. That’s why you should set a 
headline, banner image, intro text, and product selection there. Note that this content 
should be highly adapted according to the conditions of your promotional campaign. It 
is a good idea to add testimonials and badges to your landing pages, as this will reduce 
customer anxiety. The last but not the least improvement is CTA: your landing pages 
should incorporate “Add to cart” or “Begin shopping” call-to-action buttons. 


Product Listings and Catalogs 


These pages appear after your customer has selected a category or performed a product 
search. A listing page for a particular category needs a dedicated introduction and an 
overview of available products. Stock and availability are also a must, since you will help 
your customers avoid clicking each product to check its availability. For returning visitors, 
display offers based on their previous views and purchases. 

Another important improvement for default product listings and catalogs are the 
sorting and filtering options described earlier. Pay attention to small details, such as the 
number of products that match certain criteria.

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Note that categories such as “Customer favorites” and “Best sellers” matter 
to customers and are often helpful for converting casual visitors. Another useful 
optimization is an infinite scroll or a “View all” link, since it simplifies navigation and 
improves the user experience. 

A powerful search capability is a reliable CRO feature on your Magento website. 
It should provide such options as suggestive search or promoted goods. I covered this 
earlier. 


Individual Product Pages 


For individual product pages, make the “Buy” buttons stand out from other content. At 
the same time, wish lists and “Save for later” buttons should be not as prominent. Using 
collaborative filtering on product pages is a good idea too. If you don’t know how this 
option looks like, this is an example: “Other customers that bought A also bought B” is the 
most popular implementation of collaborative filtering. 

Now it’s time to talk about content. Take into account that long rambling 
descriptions are unlikely to be read. Thus, you should keep product description texts 
concise. With lengthy posts, use a “View more” link. Keep in mind that your descriptions 
should answer seller’s potential questions. If there are a lot of product details, it is better 
to tabulate them. 

To increase your conversion rate by making your ecommerce experience more 
similar to real-world shopping, pay extra attention to images of product pages. Your 
photographs should show a variety of angles, as well as lifestyle shots, and support a 
product zoom feature. Additionally, you can include videos, as there is a tendency that 
interesting and creative videos are often shared. Thus, you will get a chance to turn your 
visitors into promoters of your brand. 

Reviews from past customers are a proven way of conversion rate optimization. 
Positive feedback from other buyers persuades new visitors that your Magento store is a 
reliable place for online purchases. If you are a reseller, you can even use reviews from 
other sources. 

Clearly inform your customers about your stock levels and returns policy. The same 
goes for trust seals, supplier logos, payment methods, estimated delivery times, and 
prices. 

Use sharing buttons in addition to social login to improve conversion and promote 
your store on various social networks. It is necessary to provide product titles and 
descriptions with relevant keywords as well. 


Shopping Cart 


Don’t upset your customers by showing hidden fees only at checkout, since it is 

the number-one reason for cart abandonment. You should provide them with this 
information through a shopping cart. It is also a place for displaying stock levels, 
specification details, user-selected options, estimated delivery time, suggested products, 
and so forth. 
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Provide a convenient way for removing products and updating their quantities right 
in a cart. Additionally, it is important to take care of a coupon code field. Your customers 
like discounts, which is a good opportunity to improve conversion. The same goes for 
various shipping options, such as free or same-day shipping. 


The Checkout 


One step checkout is the main requirement for CRO on this page. Keep it free from 
unnecessary items and navigation, reduce everything to a single page, offer social login, 
and provide access to real-time support. Depending on your products and audience, you 
can add a gift wrapping option to checkout. 

Don't forget to implement several payment options, since different customers have 
different preferences. Note that by offering free return shipping, you will easily convert 
doubters. 


Trusted Shops 


A trusted shops badge will never improve any of your existing Magento store features, 
but it can easily increase a conversion rate by providing your customers with confidence 
that they will receive a top-notch user experience while shopping on your ecommerce 
website. Both Google Trusted Stores and Trusted Shops for Europe offer seller ratings 
and customer reviews. Moreover, the integration of your website with these platforms is 
extremely easy, so there are no reasons to avoid a badge. Read the full Google Trusted 
Stores and Trusted Shops for Magento‘ article. 

Install Google Trusted Stores for Magento. You can read its review here: Wyomind 
Google Trusted Stores’. Create a Google Trusted Stores profile, submit your shipment and 
cancellation feeds, and put the Google Trusted Stores badge on your Magento store. Now 
your customers will be informed that your website is a good place for shopping. 

Integration with Trusted Shops is a little more complicated. You can go to the 

Trusted Shops with Trustbadge Magento extension here: http: //goo.g1/3D97kR. 
After downloading and installing it, go to your Magento back-end system, choose 
Configuration, and open Trusted Shops. Enter your Trusted Shops ID (you can get it here: 
http: //goo.g1/02Z5Ci). Follow the link to Trusted Shops, where you can generate your 
personal integration code. Copy the code and paste it into the appropriate field in your 
Magento back end. Save changes and you're ready!

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Cart Abandonment 


Abandonment of virtual shopping carts happens quite commonly. The abandonment 
rate for ecommerce retailers varies between 60% and 80%, and an average index is 
67.91%. To find the shopping cart abandonment rate, you have to compare the number of 
abandoned shopping carts to their total number. For example, there were 50,000 attempts 
to buy something from your Magento store during a particular month, but only 10,000 
transactions had been made. Thus, 40,000 carts had been abandoned. The abandonment 
rate is (40,000 + 50,000) x 100% = 80%. Why is it so high? 

First, it’s because of shopping carts alternate usage. Customers utilize them as a tool 
for determining the total price or looking for hidden costs. And, shopping carts can play 
the role of wish lists. At the same time, there are many reasons for leaving shopping carts: 


e Unexpected costs 

e Better price elsewhere 

e Too expensive overall price 

e Too complicated website navigation or too long checkout process 
e Website crashes 

e Expensive payment security checks 

e Concerns about payment security 

e Unsuitable delivery options 

e Price in foreign currencies 


Some visitors of ecommerce websites are just killing time, so don’t expect that they 
are going to buy something, but you can always try to incentivize the purchase. Improve 
the situation by using wish lists. Clear information about prices and additional costs also 
decrease abandonment rate. Shopping cart abandonment reminder emails are useful 
too—at least 50% of all consumers think so. You can even make a shopping cart more 
flexible to reduce your current abandonment rate. Don’t forget about Magento extensions 
designed to solve this problem. You can see a full list on the Firebear blog: Magento 
Shopping Cart Abandonment Extensions’. 

I recommend that you take a look at Abandoned Cart Alerts Pro by Aitoc. This 
module informs your visitors about their abandoned carts and failed orders. It sends 
emails with discounts encouraging your potential customers to buy in your store. The 
extension can send up to three follow-ups. Moreover, it offers the ability to restore a cart 
within one click.

Barilliance (http: //goo.g1/Ixh81z) relies on emails, informing 
customers about abandoned carts, and WebEngage (http: //goo.g1/Mox71g) utilizes 
personalized offers.

With this application, you will easily get your customers 
back to your website. In addition to cart abandonment features, the tool also offers a 
great opportunity to recommend various products to your customers based on their past 
purchases.

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Helpdesk Services

They are usually aimed at all possible kinds of troubleshooting, but it is not mandatory, 
since helpdesk software can be utilized for providing customers with information about 
their future purchases, for instance. As you might have guessed, this type of services 
provides a significant impact on overall customer experience; therefore, it is hard to 
imagine a successful ecommerce company lacking such solutions. Nowadays, there are 
tons of different helpdesk companies that provide unique customer support. Some of 
them focus on cards, live chats, emails, or phone calls, while others offer several channels 
of support.

I recommend that you collect customer 
feedback and use it for future improvements. You can even rely on A/B testing to find out 
what solutions are the most suitable for your ecommerce store. 


A/B Testing 


A/B testing is a randomized experiment with A and B variants, which are the control and 
the treatment in the testing. Variant A (the control) is the currently used version, while 
Variant B (the treatment) is a modified one. The goal of A/B testing is to identify changes 
in your Magento store that lead to better results. Note that you can use this technique to 
test almost everything on your website, but there are five important things to start with. 

The first one is a product title, as it is the most important content part of every 
selling page. The second vital thing you should test is the area of product images. Product 
descriptions are also in this list since they should make your customers click the “Add to 
Cart” button, which is also a candidate for testing, as well as other call-to-action buttons. 
The fifth place goes to stock availability notes. 

When you know what to test, it is time to talk about the best A/B testing solution. 
According to my experience, the most robust and reliable set of tools is offered by 
Optimizely (https: //goo.g1/RvCPm). Having implemented this solution, you will be able 
to A/B test all vital elements of your Magento store. The company provides a wide range 
of services and offers different pricing plans, so you can start using Optimizely without 
any unnecessary expenditures. A/B Testing for Magento is fully described here”. 


Extended Admin Management 


Unfortunately, Magento admin is not a subject of A/B testing, but you can always 
enhance it by installing appropriate extensions. By optimizing this part of your 
ecommerce store, you will reduce tons of routine processes. Therefore, you will be able to 
cut some costs (if you have administrators) and concentrate on more important aspects 
of your business development.

Admin Logger logs all changes made on your back end. It helps with monitoring 
actions around products, categories, and taxes. Since the extension gathers user-related 
data, you always know which of your admins performed certain changes. The module 
costs $80 and you can get it here: http: //goo.g1/D5KR20.

Magento Tax Management 


Tax management is among the trickiest aspects of the Magento setup. You can use the 
official guide for implementing basic settings, but for more advanced improvements, 
extensions are required. You can see a full list of the best modules aimed at improved tax 
management here: Best Magento Extensions for Improved Tax Management”. 

For example, you have the ability to outsource your sales tax management to 
experts with AvaTax integration. The Sales Tax Extension for Avalara’s AvaTax module 
not only calculates sales tax, but also manages exemption certificates and file returns. 

It is also able to remit payments between different tax regions. AvaTax is based on more 
than 100,000 taxability rules in over 11,000 taxing jurisdictions, applying them to all 
transactions within your Magento store. You can download the module for free from 
Magento Connect: http: //goo.g1/KZMHYQ. 

Exactor Sales and Use Tax Module is also worth mentioning. It provides the ability 
to calculate sales tax by a zip code or the street address where an order will be sent. 

There 
is even a support of reduced or exempt tax rates, as well as an automated option that 
checks if goods are taxed appropriately. In addition, Exactor Sales Module supports tax- 
exempt entities, so your Magento store will be optimized to satisfy the needs of resellers, 
hospitals, schools, governments, and so forth.

Shipping management is another crucial facet of growth. When you've decided the 
carrier that you plan to work with, it’s time to install an appropriate extension. Note that 
all major shipping providers, such as DHL, UPS, and USPS, offer official tools for Magento 
integration. In addition, you can look for third-party solutions on Magento Connect. 

Magento Community Edition User Guide (http: //goo.g1/so0t5i) is also useful for 
configuring settings related to shipping. After installing an extension, you should perform 
additional tune-ups, as described in the official documentation. 

You can always enhance the default shipping options with special Magento modules. 
By installing the WebShopApps MatrixRate extension, for instance, you will provide your 
customers with multiple shipping options based on their locations. The extension offers 
different shipping rates according to such parameters as zip code, country, shipping 
method, price, weight, and quantity. There are both free and premium editions of the 
MatrixRate extension. You can see the free edition here: http: //goo.g1/NhQUQv. 
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As for shipping labels, Community Edition has a high level of integration with 
major shipping carriers, so you can easily set up and create shipping labels within your 
store. Just check the user guide: http: //goo.g1/8BLnH1. This guide is also helpful: Top 
Magento Extensions For Custom Shipping Methods And Rules”. 


Order Management 


As a routine process, order management consumes a lot of time, but you can easily 
improve the default workflow with the aid of proper Magento modules. Since there are 
more than ten pages of order management tools on Magento Connect (http: //goo.g1/ 
UzSeZ2), I recommend that you get acquainted with Order Manager by Fooman. 

This is the only order management extension officially verified by Magento. It is aimed 
at managing your orders in bulk with just one click. Since such an approach saves hours of 
time, you can focus on more important things than processing every order manually.

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Order Manager by Fooman provides you with the ability to invoice and mark all orders 
as shipped, right from the Order Overview Screen. You don’t even have to worry about native 
invoices or shipments because they are automatically created. The extension sends configured 
sales emails automatically. If you are interested in scalability, Order Manager also deserves 
your attention, since the module is suitable for the largest ecommerce stores. You can get the 
Fooman Order Manager extension for $99 on Magento Connect: http: //goo.g1/djv2FY.

Extended Analytics Extensions 


Google Analytics and default Magento reports are not enough for a rapidly growing 
ecommerce business. When you need information about your sales, products, customers, 
or any other vital metrics, you should try extended analytics solutions, such as Advanced 
Reports by aheadWorks. 

With this extension, you get a new source of information related to your store. This 
Magento plugin offers 22 different business reports that provide a clear picture of your 
ecommerce development. The dashboard of this extension shows all key sales metrics 
within a user-friendly interface. At the same time, all the reports can be sent by email. 
Since Advanced Reports by aheadWorks provides such features as profit calculation, 
abandoned cart monitoring, and “stock vs. sold” comparison, it can offer much more 
than default solutions do. The module costs $149. You can review it here: AheadWorks 
Advanced Reports”.

In addition to installing extensions and optimizing settings, it is extremely important to 
keep your ecommerce store in good shape. Therefore, I recommend that you follow the 
advice described here: 


e Always upgrade both Magento and installed extensions to a 
recent version. That way you will be able to fix all bugs and 
remove bottlenecks related to older software. 


e Check community updates. Open source and open minds offer 
you access to the latest features and vital improvements. The 
community around Magento is strong, so you can always rely on it. 


e Clean up Magento logs and temp files. Read this article on 
Nexcess: https: //goo.g1/oq6Wml. It describes an entire clean-up 
procedure in detail. 


e Track your server/hosting free space, as this will save you from 
unexpected trouble. 


Migration to Magento 2 


Although official support for Magento 1.x will remain over the next few years, you should 
already think about the migration to Magento 2", since the platform already offers a lot 
of new ecommerce features, better performance, scalability, and SEO. Later, I cover some 
important nuances of Magento 2 and provide information on migration to Magento 2. 

Magento 2 introduces some vital improvements to scalability, performance, and 
security. These three areas caused a lot of trouble and inconvenience among users of the 
previous platform version; therefore, you see a lot of extensions and services aimed at 
solving various performance and security problems. 

How much has the situation changed after the release of Magento 2? A lot, but it 
doesn’t mean that there is no room for improvement. There are already some robust 
Magento 2 modules designed to enhance the existing capabilities of the platform, but even 
without installing them, Magento 2 shows better ecommerce results than Magento 1. 

Since Magento 2 relies on a modern technology stack and a revamped code base, it 
offers such advantages as easier and (at the same time) unlimited customization, faster 
time to market, and higher deployment flexibility when it comes to cloud environments. 

Magento 2 introduces an absolutely new approach to adding product lines, exploring 
new channels, and integrating additional ecommerce capabilities. When compared to 
1.x, your daily routine is now much simpler and faster. In addition, you get rapid testing, 
advanced omnichannel features, and world-class business metrics management. Next, I 
explain these benefits in detail.

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Architecture and Technology Stack 


Since Magento 2 offers both a more modular code base and rebuild service contracts, 
you get a platform with an environment that is more open to new ecommerce ideas and 
to customizing default features. With extensive APIs and automated testing, Magento 2 
introduces faster and higher-quality integration, and deployment with other ecommerce 
solutions and tools. Furthermore, a plethora of additional technologies that were 
unavailable in Magento 1.x are used to improve the performance of Magento 2. Deep 
integration with various third-party solutions also brings a lot of benefits. 

With the aid of modern tooling and approaches, Magento 2 provides developers a 
better working environment that shows an absolutely new level of flexibility and ensures 
compatibility among its components. Thus, the new architecture and the revamped 
technology stack lead to a decrease in server response time and an increase in the 
rendering speed on the browser side. Just look at the following image by Session Digital, 
which illustrates the throughput measurements of Magento 2 compared to Magento 1. 

Although this Magento 2 vs. Magento 1 picture illustrates the great difference 
between two versions of the platform, it is only the beginning of our comparisons. 


Performance and Scalability 


Being clumsy and resource-hungry, Magento 1 works at full power only with large 
enterprises, which is a sufficient drawback; but with the new release, the situation has 
changed dramatically. Magento 2 not only offers higher performance capabilities, it also 
offers them to the smallest merchants. Visitors can forget about delays when accessing a 
Magento 2 website. Furthermore, large order volumes and Enterprise-level site traffic are 
easily handled by 2.0, as illustrated in Figure 3-7.

As for scalability, Magento 2 no longer relies on a monolithic structure using a 
number of independent components. Figure 3-8 is an image by Session Digital that 
illustrates the scalability opportunities introduced in Magento 2.

New Shopping Experiences 


Magento 2 offers fast and easy checkout, better responsive design options, enhanced 
personalization, and simpler product discovery. 

The two-step checkout process is lightning fast in Magento 2. It not only reduces the 
number of overall steps, but also minimizes the amount of required information. Every 
customer can now create an account with just one click and without any need to interrupt 
the transaction. 

As for personalization, Magento 2 relies on data-influenced content in promotions, 
product recommendations, and other processes, making the available ecommerce 
experience much more user-oriented than it is in 1.x. 

Easier shopping in Magento 2 is also possible due to better search capabilities and 
layered navigation. Customers can find exactly what they are looking for without any 
headaches. 
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Productivity Features 


Productivity features introduced in Magento 2 include a new more user-friendly admin 
panel, guided product onboarding, which is also quite convenient. Faster import/ 
export (you can make it even better with our The Improved Import / Export Magento 2 
Extension”) and customized views are also among the benefits introduced in Magento 
2. As a merchant, you can manage various data types more efficiently, selling the right 
goods to the right customers at the right time. 


Customization 


Major layout manipulations are now available to everyone. While Magento 1 requires 
technical knowledge for the implementation of layout changes, Magento 2 relies on the 
Visual Design Editor with a drag-and-drop interface. Consequently, every merchant can 
easily modify blocks and containers within a website. 


File Structure 


As a developer, you can feel the benefits of Magento 2 with a new file structure. Major 
working files are now reorganized and moved under the “app” file. The only exception 
is the config.xml file. All of your templates, layouts, and CSS/JS files are situated under 
the “View” file of each module. And that is true for both the front end and the back end. 
Magento 2 offers a single code pool for both custom and core modules. 


Migration 


After the launch of Magento 2, it is vital to understand how to migrate from Magento 1 

to Magento 2. Since the migration is a complex process with lots of aspects, you should 
know what to do with themes, extensions, data, and custom features. In this chapter, I’ve 
gathered all information about Magento 2 migration. Next, you will find useful migration 
tips as well as reliable Magento 2 migration tools. 


Requirements 


Migration elapse time is among key requirements. Although critical for big projects, it is 
less important for small sites. For a big website, migration could take from several hours 
to a few days. Keep in mind that it shouldn’t be necessary to take the site offline for too 
long. The problem is in performing a full bulk copy of the database, which lasts a long 
time. A variation of the catch-up phase is also required. This phase occurs after the main 
bulk copy and requires an offline phase.

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It is important to place restrictions on operations that should not be performed 
during the migration. For instance, it is possible to place orders, but all the changes 
done by administrators are prohibited. It is also expected that developers are going to 
provide migration support for their extensions. There are two possible approaches to data 
migration for extensions. First, developers can provide the necessary documentation with 
the detailed tutorials about migration. There is also the possibility of a more flexible and 
pluggable framework that can automate the migration. 


Current Conditions 


Exporting database contents and importing into Magento 2 are both too slow. The current 
design relies on a direct database-to-database data transfer. 

A configuration file specifies which content should be copied from the Magento 1 
database to the Magento 2 database. The official support went only to the recent Magento 
1 releases. Earlier versions require the appropriate adjustment of the configuration file. 

In addition to simple table copies, PHP code can be plugged into the process. It is 
required to perform more complicated data migration. 

To capture changes to selected tables during the bulk copy, database triggers are 
used. All of these changes are saved in a table for the later use. To reduce the number of 
triggers, you should limit the administrator actions. 

The migration tool also works with product images. Sites that do not rely on the 
default image storage may require some additional actions. 


The Migration Procedure 


The following are the steps in the database migration procedure. 


1. Create database triggers, which are necessary to capture 
increment changes. 


Run the data bulk copy. 


Stop all changes and take the old site offline.

5. Delete all triggers from the old database.

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Magento 2 Migration Tools 


In this section, you will find the most robust tools designed to make Magento 2 migration 
seamless. Official and third-party software solutions are described. 


Code Migration Toolkit 


A new tool that simplifies migration to Magento 2 has been developed. As members of 
the Magento community, we’ve been waiting for a new migration instrument aimed at 
modules since the first announcement of Magento 2—and finally, we’ve got it. Dubbed 
the Magento Code Migration Toolkit, the software solution will essentially change the way 
you work with custom Magento extensions while trying to port them from 1.x to 2.0. 

With the Magento Code Migration Toolkit, you get scripts that streamline the 
conversion of custom 1.x modules to Magento 2 by automating time-consuming 
processes. The software solution automatically converts such important things as module 
directory structure, as well as PHP, config.xml, and layout.xml files. 

Please note that the Magento Code Migration Toolkit requires that some manual 
operations be performed. For instance, conversion scripts must be run in a specified 
order. Also, it is necessary to manually edit some files in the installation. 

The following are the prerequisites: 


e PHP 5.5.x+ 

e Composer package management software 
e A designated source (Magento 1.x) 

e Target Magento 2 directories

Official Magento CE Data Migration Tool 


Painless migration from Magento 1.x to Magento 2 is possible with the Magento CE 
Data Migration Tool. Currently, the extension supports the following components: data, 
themes, extensions, and customizations. 

The Magento 2 Data Migration Tool provides the ability to move store configurations, 
promotions, customers, products, and order data from Magento 1.x to Magento 2. 

Please note that code is not ported due to its inability to be automated. 

Still, there is no particular information about porting extensions. Check GitHub for 
the additional data. Developers are working hard with the community to provide the 
ability to port Magento modules. Magento 2 relies on an innovative approach to themes 
and customization. Thus, merchants and developers will need to change the existing

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products in order to get all the abilities of new shopping experiences. Don’t forget to 
check official documentations for themes”, layouts”, and customizations”. 

The Magento CE Data Migration Tool works with Community Edition 1.9.1.0. 
Support for CE 1.6.x, CE 1.7.x, CE 1.8.x, and CE 1.9.x is expected. 

It’s important to comply with these requirements: 


e Setup your Magento 2.0 to these system requirements”. 


e Setup the topology and design of a new system with your existing 
Magento 1.x system in mind. 


e Please note that Magento 2.0 cron jobs are prohibited. 


e Backup your Magento 2 database after installation. Do this as 
soon as possible. You can also dump” it. 


e The Magento CE Data Migration Tool should have a network 
connection to the databases of both Magento 1.x and Magento 2. 


e The ports in your firewall should be opened. Provide your 
databases and the migration tool with the ability to communicate 
with each other. 


e You can replicate your Magento 1.x database to provide 
redundancy in the event of unexpected issues. 


e Migrate the existing 1.x custom code and extension to 
Magento 2.0. 


e Ask the providers of your extension if you’ve ported them 
successfully.

Enterprise 








This chapter begins with a detailed guide to getting all Magento EE features on the 
Community platform. Later, I share other features that are useful for reaching new 
ecommerce levels. 


Turning Magento Community Edition into 
Magento Enterprise Edition (How to get all 
Magento EE features on the Community Platform) 


Although the Magento Enterprise Edition offers many more opportunities than the 
Community Edition does, you can always make your CE online store much more robust. 
In this chapter, I share my experience with turning a Magento Community website into a 
Magento Enterprise-class ecommerce solution. 

First, I should tell you about the advantages of Magento Enterprise over Magento 
Community. The platform is better optimized for a large number of products. It includes 
full-page caching by default. There are integrated rollback and backup systems in the 
Enterprise Edition. The platform is highly scalable and it has an out-of-the-box enhanced 
tax calculation system. There is also a faster checkout, as well as tons of advanced admin 
features, such as the ability to easily manage customer attributes. I must mention that a 
gift-wrapping option is built into Magento EE. Furthermore, the Enterprise Edition offers 
advanced marketing and segmentation, as well as private sales. 
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The features in Magento EE include PCI compliance; gift registries, points, and cards; 
a return management authorization system; Solr Search; automated email; multiple 
custom landing pages; cross-sell, upsell, and recommended products; and customer- 
assigned shopping. Another important advantage of the platform is 24/7 developer 
support. In addition, all patches are pre-installed, which makes your store more secure. 
Luckily, you can get all of these features within your CE website. 

But what are the drawbacks of Enterprise Edition? The platform costs $12,000 per 
installation per year, which is a lot for small and mid-sized businesses. In fact, Enterprise 
Edition is nothing more than Community Edition with several additional modules: 

CE consists of 65 modules, whereas EE includes 41 more extensions. Note that these 
additional modules can be installed with the help of third-party extensions. Some of the 
modules are bug fixes. Some of them are considered useless. You will probably never 
need all the features exclusively offered by EE, but they are mandatorily pre-installed. 
Enterprise Edition is heavier and slower than the Community Edition, as it includes a lot 
of additional software, which decreases website performance. 

If the lack of support in CE seems to be a problem, install paid extensions. You will 
not only get the missing features, but also receive support from extension developers who 
will help you install, manage, and update purchased modules. Please note that you only 
have to pay once, whereas EE payments are annual.

The total price of all paid (unfortunately, there are no free alternatives for every 
module) extensions is $722. Since a basic hosting price is $20 a month (https://goo. 
g1/8NeYTe) and the average price of a good Theme Forest template is $100 (http://goo. 
g1/AQ1401 ), you can run an Enterprise-level Magento Community based online website 
for less than $1,000! 


Order Archiving 


“Increase store performance and provide efficiencies in store management through an 
order archiving module, enabling merchants to archive orders after a configurable time. 
Orders are still available to both administrators and customers, providing increased 
performance by storing historical orders in an archive.’

Solr Search 


“An alternative to the standard Magento search, Solr Search offers site-search options 
and enhancements to the speed, quality, and relevancy of search results provided to 
customers. Performance and search quality are improved with layered navigation and 
features like spelling/ synonyms/stopwords and weighted attributes.” 

Solr Search is not the only way to improve the Community Edition’s default search 
option. You can check the most reliable solutions on the Firebear blog here: http://goo. 
gl/jbpPj2. I recommend that you pay attention to the Elasticsearch and Sphinx engines 
as alternative solutions to the default Magento CE search, or you can still use the Solr 
engine offered by Magento EE. There is even a free module designed for running Solr 
Search on Community Edition. You can download it from GitHub (https ://goo.g1/ 
cZTjoc) or Magento Connect (http: //goo.g1/H6SEZE). 

Solr Bridge Search is a paid solution. It provides Enterprise-level support and 
cloud-based features. You can get Solr Bridge Search for your Community Edition store 
here: http: //goo.g1/85n6Tp. There is also an appropriate page on Magento Connect: 
http: //goo.gl1/FA297. Additionally, you can see the extension’s demo here: http://goo.

Full Page Caching 


“Enhance performance with caching of primary pages, including category, product and 
CMS pages for all users, including session users (excludes personal information). Caching 
of pages generally improves server response times and reduces load.” 

There are tons of amazing Full Page Cache extensions for Magento Community 
websites. All of these modules are designed to improve your store performance and make 
it faster than any Magento Enterprise site is. The best free open source Full Page Cache 
extension is Lesti FPC: https: //goo.g1/NHxxDs. It’s a good basic solution that can be 
replaced at any time with more robust software. 
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Another important aspect of full-page caching in the Community Edition is cache 
storage. I recommend that you use Redis, since all FPC extensions support both its free 
and paid versions. Thanks to a huge and productive community, we have a free way to 
implement on CE: https: //goo.g1/ADmnV4. 

The best paid Enterprise-level Magento Full Page Cache extension is Extendware 
Page Cache: Full Page Cache (http: //goo.g1/s4DeLH ). I’ve used it with many high-load 
Magento Community projects and it always shows amazing performance. Dozens of 
flexible settings, smooth integration with Magento templates, the “hole punches” system 
for handling dynamic Ajax blocks, partial cache flushing for specific entities—all of these 
features are available in the Community Edition. Please note that the default Magento 
Enterprise FPC system provides narrower opportunities. 

See a full list of The Best Magento Full Page Cache Extensions’. 

In addition to Full Page Cache, it’s important to get a full-page cache warmer— 
an extension that allows you to pre-generate FPC for every page of your website. A 
crawler/warmer visits every page of a website by performing a cron job, or you can do 
everything manually. As a result, your visitors get cached pages with amazing speed, 
which significantly decreases the bounce rate among first-time visitors. The best free 
open source solution is Magento Full Page Cache Crawler by Maveric (https://goo. 
g1/3pJOdw). It provides the ability to crawl pages manually or by performing cron from a 
command line and Magento admin. 

The best Enterprise-level solution that supports multiple store views and currencies, 
and crawls all kinds of custom pages and modules, is Extendware’s Cache Crawler: Cache 
Warmer (http: //goo.gl/cyXZy7). The module leads to a significant performance boost 
if used along with the Extendware Full Page Cache extension. Together, they provide 
unique opportunities related to cache logging—extensions collect the most visited 
custom URLs (as well as any kind of URL—filters, search results, sorting, etc.) and then 
crawls them. As a result, you get bounce rate reduction, since visitors always get cached 
pages at lightning-fast speed. Although Magento Enterprise Edition provides FPC, it 
doesn’t have a built-in cache warmer.

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Using only Full Page Cache, you will not optimize your performance. Keep in mind 
that it is also necessary to take care of server-side improvements. By only using Nginx, the 
latest PHP version, alternative MySQL engines like MariaDB, and a proper cache strategy, 
you can make your Magento Community Edition faster than EE. (I shed light on these 
improvements in Chapter 1.) Also pay attention to The Best Full Page Cache Warmers/ 
Crawlers for Magento’. 


Optimized Indexing 


“Optimized indexing enables significantly faster indexing with limited to no impact to the 
customer’s shopping experience. This makes it easier to add and update products more 
frequently while ensuring URLs, promotions, navigational menus and product search 
tools are always up to date while never slowing down site performance. Incremental 
indexing reduces the need to perform a full re-index and offer most indexing operations 
are automated.” 

Indexing is one of the biggest performance issues on both CE and EE. Product 
quantity increase always leads to a rising demand of time and resources. Fortunately, a 
Magento Community website can be optimized with the help of appropriate extensions, 
which are described next.

it just requires several manual changes. As a result, you get lots of additional security 
and performance features. When using your own servers as CDN, utilize the following 
extension: ImageCDN (http: //goo.g1l/prcjwt).

PA-DSS Certification/Payment Bridge Magento 


“Secure Payment Bridge is a PA-DSS (Payment Application Data Security Standard) 
Certified payment application, enabling merchants to efficiently attain PCI compliance 
with minimum cost and effort. Customers will also be able to securely save their credit 
card information for future transactions. “ 

There are several ways to make your Magento website PCI compliant. Bear in mind 
that Magento CE is regarded as PCI compliant as long as you aren't storing credit card 
data, since there are no requirements for the encryption of other information. Thus, 
for making your Community Edition store compliant, you should eliminate the use 
of sensitive information within your website by redirecting customers to third-party 
payment platforms. 
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The second method requires using PCI-compliant gateways, such as PayPal or 
Authorize.net (http: //goo.g1/cNBKFC). Check our list of payment gateways here: Best 
Payment Gateways for Modern eCommerce’. There are lots of PCI-compliant solutions 
described in the blog post.

Backup and Rollback 


“Manage and schedule a variety of backup operations with the option to rollback the 
changes to reverse any modifications. This feature is particularly useful when testing new 
modules or customizations, or when upgrading to a new version of Magento. You can 
review specific customizations and their impact on the new code. (I do not recommend 
using this feature in your production environment.) There are three types of backup 
supported: 


e System backup 
e Database backup 
e Database and media backup staging 


Database backup could be performed in CE, but it is not the best way to back up 
your store, because it is not consistent and it cannot be restored in some situations. Thus, 
it is better to use Sypex Dumper (https: //goo.g1/Imndik), which is a lightweight open 
source tool with a simple web interface. Sypex Dumper allows you to back up and rapidly 
compress a MySQL database, making it stable. Additionally, it provides support for 
broken databases, as well as different types of import and export strategies. 

Another reliable solution is PhpMyAdmin (https ://goo.g1/Ab4Z05). This tool is 
useful for direct database management, including base URL changing. If you want to 
back up your Magento data to the Amazon S3 cloud, use cop_magento_backup 
(https: //goo.g1/cL3T31). 


Merging and Rollback of Content 


“Create a staging site to test new categories, product information, promotions etc. 
Content can be merged to the live site after approval, either on-demand or pera 
schedule. Supports on-demand, scheduled merges and rollbacks of content.” 

Merging and rollback of content in the Community Edition is available with 
MageFlow (http: //goo.g1/w9PkPC). It is an Enterprise-level service for Magento content 
migration. firegento-contentsync (https: //goo.g1/iD9eKM) is a free open source 
community-driven solution for content synchronization. Genmato (https: //goo.g1/ 
vcAXSe) is a paid solution for CMS content and configuration migration.

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Customer Attribute Management 


“Improve sales and marketing efforts with advanced attribute management. Customer 
account and address attributes are managed by the Magento Administrator interface and 
then used to create customized marketing campaigns and customer profiles.’ 

Since an individual approach to customers is essential, an additional customer 
attribute is helpful. Unfortunately, Magento Community does not allow you to manage 
customer attributes at all. You can easily change the situation by applying a free module 
that offers customer information collection using Customer Attributes (http://goo. 

With the aid of this module, you will be able to use new custom attributes 
promotions, export, other extensions, and so forth. There is also a paid solution by the 
Amasty team called Customer Attributes’.

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Multichannel Marketing 


Multichannel marketing relies on different channels to reach customers. Such channels 
include retail stores, websites, mail order catalogs, and direct personal communication by 
emails, letters, text messages, or phone calls. Customers are involved in browsing, buying, 
returning, and pre- and post-sale services. 

The objective of this marketing type is to simplify shopping from the perspective 
of a buyer. As a result, companies providing multichannel marketing increase customer 
loyalty, attract new target audiences, and gain more revenues. 

Being a relatively new trend, multichannel marketing in ecommerce is already 
represented with various multichannel sale services and extensions. It relies on the 
same principles as multichannel marketing in brick-and-mortar retail, but has a limited 
number of instruments represented by different marketplaces and online stores.

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PIM 


Product information management (PIM) software generates a set of product data that is 
up-to-date output for different media systems, such as ERP. PIM tools can be used for the 
integration of web sites with offline business. Moreover, they are aimed at producing data 
required for print catalogs or their digital equivalents. 

Information management, implemented with the help of a PIM system, provides 
support for multiple locations and languages, making diverse partners or affiliates much 
more connected. All the members of such a system get a centralized interface, where they 
can modify product information in a cost-effective and consistently accurate manner. 

Since modern retail involves numerous product data channels, brick-and-mortar 
stores are usually complemented by websites, mobile applications, print catalogs, and 
different digital feeds. Thus, PIM software becomes a tool designed for the organization 
and structuralization of data from different departments, systems, and people. 

A PIM system utilizes a centralized and media-independent approach to data 
maintenance. As a result, a whole enterprise gets a simplified system for purchasing, 
production, and communication, as well as a new data flow suitable for repeated use in 
multiple systems.

An enterprise resource planning (ERP) system is a set of software tools for business 
management. Usually, it is a suite of integrated applications that an enterprise or a 
company can utilize for data gathering, storage, management, and interpretation. ERP 
covers core business processes, tracking such business resources as raw materials, cash, 
production capacity, and stocks in real time. It also monitors the status of business 
commitments: payrolls, orders, and purchase orders. With an ERP system, you can turn 
your Magento store into a more robust and profitable business unit. To achieve this 
goal, you need a proper extension. Therefore, I am going to describe the most popular 
solutions next. 

The first one is Embedded ERP. This extension is developed to help you with fulfilling 
orders and purchases, managing stocks, and performing other operations. Contrary 
to other similar solutions, Embedded ERP was developed especially for ecommerce 
businesses, so it fits perfectly with the Magento platform. 

The extension covers four areas: stock management, purchasing, order preparation, 
product availability, and order planning. It supports multiple warehouses, stock level 
alerts, barcodes, inventory tracking, and sales history. Moreover, Embedded ERP lets 
you manage supply needs, purchase orders, and suppliers. The solution provides control 
over mass order fulfillment, printing, picking, and shipping labels. Advanced product 
availability options and order forecasts are also among the extension’s strong points.

Customer relationship management (CRM) software creates a system aimed at managing 
a company’s interactions with both current and future customers. CRM’s spheres of 
influence include marketing, sales, customer services, and technical support. Customer 
relationship management involves using different technologies and techniques to 
organize, synchronize, and automate all the aforementioned activities. 

You can easily integrate your Magento store with any CRM system by installing 
appropriate extensions. The most reliable modules are represented next. Note that all of 
them work with certain CRM platforms. 

Thus, SugarCRM Bridge helps with connecting your offline store to an online one by 
synchronizing information about your business activities. Having installed this extension, you 
connect your Magento store with SugarCRM as well. Accordingly, the module synchronizes 
purchases and site users with customers, opportunities, and cases from CRM’s database.

SAP 


SAP is a company that develops software for enterprises in all industries. The acronym 
stands for systems, applications, and products (in data processing). SAP ERP is an 
enterprise resource planning system developed by the company. There is also a solution 
stack of the company’s technology products known as SAP NetWeaver. It consists of 
such building blocks as Portal, BI, Visual Composer, AutoID Infrastructure, Composite 
Application Framework, Development Infrastructure, Identity Management, Single 
Sign-On, and so forth. 

Another important set of products is represented with industry-specific software. 
Tools for small enterprises and midsize companies include SAP Business One and SAP 
Business ByDesign. 

The basic idea behind SAP is to provide users with the ability to work within 
a corporate database accessible from a range of business apps with all necessary 
management features. 

With the appearance of mySAP.com, the company added business applications for 
customer relationship, supply chain, and other kinds of management. SAP’s portfolio 
includes mobile business apps as well.

B2B 


Business-to-business is a complex of commerce transactions that occur among 
companies. The most common examples of B2B relations are transactions between 
manufacturers and wholesalers, or wholesalers and retailers. 

B2B and B2C businesses have a lot of common features, but there is one 
fundamental difference: the target audience. B2B companies work with other businesses, 
while B2C companies are aimed at the end user. The audience of a B2B company can 
include only one consumer, while such a situation is impossible with B2C. B2B customers 
always buy with their heads, not their hearts.

You don’t need to become a coder to get involved in custom Magento development. 
While there is always a necessity for making your store more competitive, default 
extensions are no longer helpful, since they are available to everyone. Therefore, if you 
are going to offer a unique customer experience, custom development is a must. In this 
chapter, I explain how to utilize this phenomenon if you are an ecommerce merchant. 

Use the power of community: StackExchange, various forums, and open source 
projects are extremely useful if you’ve chosen the path of custom development. You can 
always find something suitable, as the Internet is full of unique solutions and custom 
projects related to the Magento platform. Before hiring developers and reinventing 
the wheel, try to look for existing but unknown solutions. This will prevent you from 
unnecessary expenditures of time and money. 

Don’t forget about support offered by extension developers. Since every paid—and 
even some free—extensions usually have a good team of experts behind them, you can 
always contact them to get some help. This often works when problems occur during an 
installation or maintenance, but you can always contact developers to share your ideas 
on customization. You can even ask them to implement certain features before buying a 
product. Such an approach will help you save money and get desired options at a regular 
price. 

If these solutions don’t work and you've decided to hire a team of developers, I 
recommend checking the following platforms. 
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Upwork (oDesk) 


Upwork, formerly known as oDesk, is a global online work platform for businesses 

and independent professionals. They connect and collaborate remotely through the 
website. As an ecommerce merchant interested in custom Magento development, you 
can interview and hire freelancers through the platform. Job posting is free, as well as 
bidding on jobs, but Upwork charges 10% of all payments. The site is entirely in English 
and utilizes payments only in U.S. dollars. The platform has been operating since 2003; 
its founders are Odysseas Tsatalos and Stratis Karamanlakis. As of December 2012, there 
were 2.7 million freelancers and 540,000 clients. You can hire Magento developers on 
Upwork here: https: //goo.g1/6vmc7T. 


Elance 


Like Upwork, Elance allows its clients to post jobs and search for freelancers. The 
platform charges an 8.75% fee, which is paid by a client through the website’s system. 
Elance was launched in 1999. As of February 2013, there were about 500 businesses and 
2 million registered freelancers.

Toptal 


Toptal is a new and rapidly growing network where you can find the most talented 
engineers from all over the world. Toptal’s main goal is to connect a network of specialists 
with leading tech companies. The platform focuses on finding talented engineers 

and creating dynamic teams aimed at solving your unique problems. Find Magento 
developers on Toptal: http: //goo.g1/6wE29e. 


Freelancer 


Freelancer is another global outsourcing marketplace where you can find qualified 
Magento developers. The platform was founded in 2009. Today it includes more than 
11 million users. The fee is 10% of all payments. You can find Magento specialists on 
Freelancer here: https: //goo.g1/6CNQ9A. 


PeoplePerHour 


On the market since 2007, PeoplePerHour consists of 250,000 active users; 72% are 
freelancers. The platform is popular among small companies that don’t need full-time 
specialists.

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Guru 


High-tech workers have been interested in Guru since 1998. The company allows 
employers to find freelancers for commissioned work worldwide. Founded by Inder 
Guglani, Guru was acquired twice: by Unicru and by eMoonlighter.com.
